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OCatarrli is at the head of the long list of chronic 
diseases which afflict the human frame on account 
of its prevalence, importance, and pernicious conse- 
quences, It is offensive in its nature, deleterioas 
to health, and apt to produce deafness, loss of smell 
and taste, nervous disturbances, diseases of the 
throat and lower air passages, and to terminate in 
consumption. Its most prominent symptom is a 
discharge from the head varying in its nature in 
different cases and even inthe same individual at 
different times. It may be a thin, colorless, acrid 
fiuid, or a glairy, starch-like substance. Generally, 
however, it isa thick, purulent, or muco-purulent 
mattor, either greenish-yellow or of a deep green 
tint, occasionally streaked or flecked with blood. 
80 copious and offensive is the discharge in some 
cases that the whole head appears to be in a state 
of corruption. 

Much of the discharge drops into the throat or col- 
lects asa tough, viscid, tenacious phlegm behind 
and above the soft palate, in the passage between 
the throat and head, embarrassing respiration and 
creating a constant and almost irresistible desire 
to draw the offending substance into the throat, a 
practice popularly known as “ hawking,” and char- 
acteristic of catarrh. So tenacious is this phlegm 
in some cases, especially in the morning, that the 
efforts for its removal frequentiy cause retching 
and vomiting, and sometimes no relief is obtained 
until some food or drink has been taken, 

Again, the offensive matter deposits itself in the 
masal cavities in the shape of dry inorustations, 
often accompanied by a foul, fetid, putrescent dis- 
charge from the head and the expulsion from the 
nostrils and throat of large masses of offensive mat- 
ter or flakes of incrustation, greenish-yellow in» 
color, purulentin character, and of an indeacriba- 

Diy fetid and disgugting odor Ulcerations are 
sometimes met with in such cases, which, if un- 
checked, may attack and destroy the bony structure 
of the nostrils, resulting in the serious disfigure- 
ment of the face. 

In most cases of catarrh the mucous membrane of 
the nasal cavities becomes permanently swollen 
and thickened, causing the nose to be stopped up, 
sometimes on one side, sometimes on the other, and 
occasionally on both, rendering respiration through 
the nostrils difficult or impossible and giving rise to 
& peculiar “ stuffy’ sensation in the head, accom- 
panied by a feeling of heaviness, weight, compres- 
sion, or pain above and between the eyes, and to vio- 
lent paroxysms of sneezing; In aleuch cases great 
susceptibility is experienced to sudden changes of 
the weather, damp air having @ special tendency to 
aggravate the morbid condition, often to such an 
extent as to bring on a regular attack of bronchitis. 

In consequence of the obstructed condition of the 
nostrils the patient is obliged to breathe moré or 
less through the mouth, a practice fraught with 
very dangerous consequences, for a current 
of cold and impure air thus constantly trav- 
erses the air passages and with .all its irritating 
qualities is conveyed into the delicate structure of 
the lungs, while disease germs of every kind may 
readily find their way directly into the blood and 
circulation with fatal effects. 


j} HAY FEVER-—ROSE CATARERH. 


Iu some cases of catarrh the nasalmembrane be- 
€omes so morbidly sensitive that a draught of air, a 
sudden change of*the weather or temperature, the 
least exposure or the inhalation of the odor of cer- 
tain flowers or grasses may suddenly provoke a 
most distressing coldor influenza. At such times 
there is a profuse wat®ry and scalding dis- 
charge from the head, associated with a feeling 
of irritation and tickling in the nose and throat, ac- 
companied by violent and painful paroxyams of 
sneezing. Pain and soreness are also often felt at 
the root of the nose, on the side of the face, or 
above and between the eyes, accompanied by vio- 
lent spells of headache. The chest feels sore and 
distressed, cough is not unfrequent, the breathing 
is oppressed, and all the symptoms of asthma may 
manifest themselves and make life itself a burden. 
Attacks of this nature often occur in these cases 
when the roses are in bloom, when it is known as 
rose catarrh, or during haying time, when it is 
known as hay fever or hay asthma, 


CATARRH OF THE THROAT. 


The throat is as Liable to become affected by 
catarrh as the nasal passages, and when such is 
the case it gives rise to a feeling of irritation, full- 
ness, rawness, tenderness, or pain, increased upon 
pressure or while swallowing, and occasionally a 
distressing sensation is complained of, as if a hair 
or bristle or other foreign substance had lodged in 
the throat. The mucous membrane is coated with 
a tough, viscid discharge, which provokes an almost 
constant desire for scraping, hemming, or hawking. 
At times a disagreeable sensation of dryness is 
slmost constantly present and the ability to swal- 
low is sensibly impaired, so that patients find it 
somewhat difficult to force down the food and are 
troubled occasionally with pafoxysms of choking. 
A Sense of fatigue of the throatis also often com- 
plained of, especially after the persistent use of the 
‘vice in speaking or singing. 

‘The voice is usually more or less affected in such 
cases, becoming hoarse or weak, and occasionally 
itis so impaired that it degenerates into a mere 
whisper. Cough of variable severity is often pres- 
ent, sometimes of a mere hacking character, but 
occasionally of’ a very severe and troublesome 
nature, accompanied by wandering pains and other 
uncomfortable seusations in the chest, together 
with great debility and progressive emaciation, In 
fact, so alarming are these symptoms in some cases 
that they are apt to be mistaken for those of 
pulmonary trouble, and many a case of catarrh that 
came under my observation had been pronounced 
consumption, even by experienced physicians, and 
vainly treated as such, while all the symptoms 
rapidly disappeared as soon as the treatment was 
Vrecied to the eradication of the catarrh. 


“OFFENSIVE BREATH. 


In nearly every case of catarrh the breath is more 
or Jess tainted, but in some itis so revoltingly effen- 
sive as to render the subject an object of disgust to 
himeeif as well as to others. Again, cases are occa- 
sionally met with in which the stench is really over- 
powering and sufficiently fetid to poison the atmos- 
pliere of a whole room. Thus & person affected

DEAFNESS. 


The nasal passages are in direct communication 
with the middle ear by means of canals (called the 


. Eustachian tubes) situated immediately behind the 


‘nostrils and on alevel with the floor of the nose, 
extending directly into the drum cavity, and through 
these channels the catarrhal disease penetrates to 
the important structure of the middle ear, impair- 
ing or destroying hearing. This unfortunate result 
takes place so frequently that in nearly every case

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The President made the 
following appointment to-day: 


Director of the Mint—EDWakpd O. LEEKOH of the 
District of Columbia, vice Dr. J. P. Kimball, 
whose resignation wil take effect Oct. 16, 


The announcement that Edward O. Leech has 
at last been appointed Director of the Mint in 
the place of Dr. J. P. Kimball created no sur- 

rise, a8 if was predicted in THE TIMES of 

ednesday, Sept. 25. Leech’'s spusrermen. 
cannot help but arouse the greatest indignation 
in the minds of every fair-minded man, no mat- 
ter what his political complexion may be, His 
appointment is looked pen as a reward for his 
assistance in whitewashing the peculiar trans- 
actiona of Russell Harrison while incharge of 
the Assay Office at Helena, Montana , 

One of young Mr. Harrison’s assistants in this 
work has already been rewarded. ‘This is L. A. 
Walker. He was an intimate friend of “‘ Prince 
Russell,” aclerk in the Helena Assay Office, 
and also a clerk in’ young Harrison’s cattle 
company, which company is a sore spot in the 
memory of many Montana people. They lost 
money by it, as well as confidence in the pusi- 
ness methods of its projector, and have been 
threatening to bring him into court to explain 
transactions with which they are far from sat- 
isfied. Walker, when the Assay Office charges 
were brought against his friend, helped in the 
whitewashing process at the Helena end of the 
line, and a few months ago receivea from the 
father of the young man, President Harrison, 
the office of Secretary of Montana. Leech, who 
did the dirty work at Washington, has now been: 
paid, at the hands of the President, by being 
made Director of the Mint. 

The Associated Press sends from here the fol- 
lowing inspired statement: **Mr, Leech was 
born in Washington, D. CG, where:he graduated 
in law and was admitted to the bar. He has 
been connected with the Treasury Department 
since 1869, and upon the creation of the Mint 
Bureau, in 1873, was transferred to that de- 
partment, where he has served continuously, 

assing through all the grades of clerkships up 

o his late position, ‘computer of bullion.” His

Russell Harrison has again furnished evi-

H. C. Burchard, ex-Director of the Mint, was 
Leech’s ehief rival for the place. He was in- 
dorsed by Senators Cullom and Farwell, and 
nearly all the a epnsecre Tiiinois Republican 
———- and he is not the first office seeker 

acked, by the Illinois Senators who has 
failed to get what he was after. Burchard, 
however, was handicapped from the start by 
the fact that when he was at the head of the 
Mint he happened to find it necessary to order 
the investigation to be made of Russell Harri- 
son’s Management ot the Assay Office at Helena, 
Montana. At that time Leech was a 
computer of bullion in the Bureau of 
the Mint, and the MHarrisons, father and 
son, tried to have him detailed to make the 
investigation. They failed because the 
then Secretary of the Treasury learned that 
Leech and the Harrisons were jointly interested 
ina bigland and cattle company in Montana. 
In spite of this, however, Leech was in a poat- 
tion to be of much service to Russell Harrison 
while the investigation was under way. The 
investigation failed, and 1t has always been 
understood that this result was due to the ad- 
vice Leech gave to the Solicitor of the Treasury, 
whose decision was followed by the Treasury 
Department. 

Through young Harrison, Leech obtained the 
backing of Vice President Morton,.and to-day 
his past services were duly paid for with the 
President’s signature to his commission as 
Director.of the Mint. He has been a computer 
of bullion for several years, and to those who 
do not know hig relations to the Harrisons his 
appointment will be pointed out as evidence of 
the President's desire to promote clerks of the 
Government who have been “ faithful and effi- 
cient” in its service.

A WHITE LEAD TROST TALE. 


THE SHREWD TRICK FOR WHICH AN 
EXECUTOR ASKS OOMPENSATION, 


PITTSBURG, Penn, Oct. 7.—A hearing was 
had before Judge Over, in the Orphans’ Court 
to-day, in the case of the exceptions of the 
heirs of B. IL. Fannestock of this city 
to the amount of commission claimed 
by B & Fahnestock executor of 
the will. The commission claimed 
by the executor is 5 per cent., amounting to 
about $30,000. The heirs contend that this fee 
is excessive for the amount of work performed 
In the argument of the case some light was let 
into the affairs of the National White Lead 
Trust. ‘ 

It was stated that B. L. Fahnestock and the 
other members of the Fahnestock Lead Com- 
Dany entered the trust. Thelr works were 


turned over at their own valuation, and 1n lieu 
thereof they received four times the valuation 
thus placed. onthe works in the stock of the 
trust. Mr. Fahnestock’s interest in the works 
was valued at $68,000, and he received stock to 
the amount of about $250,000. One of the con- 
ditions made when the Trust was formed was 
that none of its stock should be put on 
the market for a year after the date of the 
agreement. In the meantime Mr. Fabnestock 
died. Whenthe year had expired and it was 
desired to sell the stock to settle up the estate, 
it was found that there was no market for it. 
The ae of the trust, when they found that 
this was the state of affairs, put the stock on 
the New-York Exchange. Several brokers 
were engaged to manipulate it, and they did so. 
Their plan was to put up the stock for sale and 
one of them would buy it. Another broker con- 
cerned in the scheme would then buy it off the 
last purchaser at an advanced price, Thus the 
stock would go round the ring, being constantly 
boomed. 

While this scheme was being worked, B. 8. 
Fahnestock, the executor of B. L. Fahnestock, 
engaged a broker to go in and sell short. He 
did so, and unloaded $250,000 worth of stock 
at $22 per share, the par value being $100. 
The other brokers bought the stock as soon as 
offered, thinking that there was no stock to be 
delivered and that it was only a paper sale such 
as they had been making. They soon found out 
that it was a bona-fide sale, and, despite a big 
“kick” in the Exchange against its consumma- 
tion, the poe had to be paid over. 

It was y? his clever business stroke in this 
affair that the executor claims he is fully en- 
titled to all he asks, having unloaded such an 
amount of atock at more than its value, when 
there was really no market forit. The decision 
in the case was reserved. 


JOHNS HOPKINS UNIVERSITY.

LARGE SUBSCRIPTIONS MADE TO THE 
EMERGENCY, FUND. 


BALTIMORE, M4., Oct. 7.—The fourteenth an- 
nual report of the Johns Hopkins University, 
issued to-day, is the most interesting that has 
ever been published. Itsets at rest all fears of 
any interruption in the work of the institution. 
It speaks as follows of the emergency fund: 


‘*Bighteen subsoriptions of $5,000 each were 
made. Several subscriptions were also made in 
sums between $1,000 and $3,000, so that the emer- 
gency fund thus promptly and generously sub- 
scribed amounted to $108,700. A_ gentie- 
man in Connecticut sent a gift of $2,000. 
A friend of the university resident in Liverpool 
gave $1,000, and a gentleman in New-York con- 
tributed $5,000. Ali the other subscriptions came 
from Baltimore. These contributions added to the

HILL SOWING THE WIND 


AND RAISING A WHIRLWIND 
TO DESTROY HIMSELE. 

A SHORT TIME ONLY AND SUCH STRONG 
DEMOCRATS AS WHITNEY OR LA- 
MONT MAY LEAD THE PARTY. 


SYRACUSE, Oct. 7.—Mutterings against Gov. 
Hill are already beard in different parts of the 
State. His course in exiling Cleveland men 
who were members of the old State Committeo 
excites comment that is very unfavorable to 
the Governor. Evidently a storm is brewing 
which will break before many months have 
rolled by. 

The more sagacious Democrats realize that in 
two years’ time the Governor’s strength as the 
Executive of this State and as a politician will 
be broken. To-day there is barely a handful of 
members of the State Committee who cannot be 
controlled by the Governor’s influence or by the 
patronage of his office. The rest aresimply men 
of straw, who would be only too willing to de- 
sert the Governor or any other leader provid- 
ing @ suitable inducement were held out to 
them. That is the way of politics. The pollt- 
tician has no use for the man whose course is 
run; he is always looking for the rising sun. 
One of the most prominent Democrats of the 
State, in conversation with THE TIMES’s corre- 
spondent recently, said: 

“You will see, by 1891, the greatest shake-up 
in the Democratic Party that has ever been 
seen in this State. Gov. Hillis now at the cli- 
max of his fame. He has reached the end of his 
tether. He will begin to find sooner or later 
that the Democratic Party has no use for him, 
as he has attempted to show the Cleveland 
leaders that he has no use for them. People 
who imagine that, because Gov. Hill controls 
the party machinery now, he will be the leader 
two years from now, will find their judgment 
much at fault.

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PROHIBITION BADLY BEATEN. 


THE SECRET BALLOT IN CONNECTICUT | 
WAS A GREAT SUCCESS. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 7,—The main thing 
settled by the town elections in this State to- 
day is that the seeret-ballot law isa complete 
success. From all sections the report is satis- 
factory in regard to the advantages of the sys- 
tem. The law has been given a fair trial, and 
the friends of the measure have increased in 
numbers hourly through the day. In this city, 
where as crucial a test has been given as in 
any municipality in the State, the law has 
worked admirably. In New-London and Mid- 
dletown the system has operated with com- 
plete satisfaction. In New-Haven and Bridge- 
port, which hold the town elections later in the 
year, the new law was nots tried to-day. 

«In the large towns of Ansonia, Bristol, and 
Southington, representative industrial centres, 
the results were thoroughly satisfactory. The 


workingmen throughout the State will be the 
strongest supporters of the system, owing to the 
results effected by the present election. The 
information from Windham, the county seat of 
Windham County, and one of the most impor- 
tant industrial localities in the State, is wholly 
in favor of the law. From the town of Pomfret, 
one of the most intelligent sections in Eastern 
Connecticut, the report is as faverable as from 
the town of Windham. Bristol, one of the 
brightest manufacturing centres in Hartford 
County, reports perfect satisfaction with the 
system. 

Owing to the minority representation in 
town offices, which prevails throughout the 
State, the effect of the law politically cannot be 
ascerteined readily. The principal facts 
reached by to-day’s test are that bribery and 
intimidation will be practically eliminated from 
the elections through the new system. Not 
since the time that the Republican Party 
gained the ascendency in this State have the 
voters,felt so much freedom as during the past 
twelve hours. Lhe vote on the prohibitory 
amendment has buried that measure out of 
sight. The only question is in regard to the 
maguitude of the majority against it The pro- 
portion of no-license towns in the State will not 
be changed materially by to-day’s election. 
Not far from half the 168 towns in the State can 
be redsonably counted on as against the liquor 
traffic. But they cannot be held asa force in 
favor of the prohibitory amendment. The 
weather throughout the State has been unfavor- 
able to a fuil vote, and it is not probable that 
three-fifths of the party strength has been 
polled in any town through the day. 

Returns from towns that cast more than two- 
thirds of the State vote last year show that the 
vote on the prohibitory amendment is about 3 
to 1 against it. These towns alone give an 
aggregate many of 20,000 against the 
amendment. Only ten towns so far reported 
gave it a majority. The vote in Hartford was 
1,010 yes, 3,263 no, and in Bridgeport 620 yes, 
2,383 no. :

PLAOED AT THE HEAD OF 
OOLUMBIA OOLLEGE. 

THE TRUSTEES YESTERDAY ELECTED 

HIM TO SUCCEED THE LATE PRESI< 

DENT BARNARD—HE WILL ACCEPT. 


Mr. Seth Low, ex-Mayor of Brooklyn, was 
yesterday elected President of Columbia Col- 
lege to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Dr. F. A. P. Barnard. * 

The first meeting of the Board of Trustees for 
the collegiate year was held yesterday, those 
present being Hamilton Fish, Chairman; Prof: 
Henry Drisler, acting President; the Right Rev. 
Henry ©. Potter, D. D., LL. D.; the Rev. Mor- 
gan Dix, D. D.; Joseph W. Harper, William C. 
Schermerhorn, Stephen P. Nash, Charles A. Silli< 
man, Frederick A. Schermerhorn, W. Bayard 
Cutting, Talbot W. Chambers, Dr. George L. 
Peabody, Charles M. Da Costa, and Gerard 
Beekman. 

The election of a President of the college was 
the only matter of importance to engage the 
attention of the board; but, as the matter has 
been pending since the decease of President 
Barnard, in Aprillast, the members had had 
ample time to reach conclusions in the matter. 
The charter did not require them to settle the 
matter until next April, but the beginning of 
the collegiate year was deémed as favorable & 
time as any, and there was no good reason for 
delay. 

President Low is an alumnus of the college of 
which he has just been made the head. He is a 
native of Brooklyn and as Mayor of that city 
attained a National fame. He is the son of 
Abiel A. Low, the well-known merchant in Bur- 
ling-slip. Seth Low was born Jan. 18, 1850. 
His early education was obtained in the Brook- 
lyn Polytechnic Institute. After leaving thid 
school he entered Columbia College, from 
which he was graduated in 1870, standing af 
the head of his class and dividing the second 
Greek prize of the year. After a few yeara 
spent in foreign travel Mr. Low entered his 
father’s mercantile house and in 1875 was ad< 
mitted as a pariner. He was shortly after 
elected a member of the Chamber of Commerce 
and achieved a creditable distinction for a 
series of addresses made before that body on 
the trade and commerce of New-York and kin- 
dred subjecta. 

In 1880 he took a prominent part in national 
politics, organizing the Young Republican Club, 
which supported Gartield’s candidacy and ma- 
terially reduced the usual Democratic majority 
in Brooklyn. This campaign, in which Mr. Low 
took an active part, gaining more than local 
celebrity for his impressiveness as a public 
speaker, placed him conspicuously before the 
people, and when, a year later, they were called 
upon to elect a Mayor with greatly enlarged 
powers, he was taken up as a reform. candidate, 


and, notwithstanding his comparative youth- 
fulness and inexperience, he was elected by 
@ handsome majority. The exceptionally 
clean and able administration gave the 
city confirmed the wisdom of his election and 
afforded an opportunity for the display of 
the extraordinary executive abilities for 
which he has since become more widely 
celebrated. He was re-elected in 1883 and 
served in all four continuous years as Mayor of 
the third city in the Union. His administra- 
tion was signalized by the first application of 
civil service reform methods to the selection of 
appointive officers. He sank partisanship at 
once; got rid of all the old barnacles on the 
wunicipal organization; reconstructed munici- 
pal matters throughout, and gave the city a 
real reform administration. 

After his retirement. he went abroad again, 
and on his return resumed his commercial oo- 
cupation. In 1881 he was elected a Trustee of 
Columbia College, an office in which he has 
continued ever since and which afforded his as- 
sociates in the board ample opportunities for 
ryagaie his peculiar fitness for the high office 
.to which he has been called. 

Mr. Low received information of his election 
last night, and was visited by many friends 
who came to extend their congratulations. He 
said the election was something of a suaprise 
to him, although he was aware that hig name 
had been associated with those of mén who 
were more worthy of the honor. He was not 
advised when he would be expected to enter 
upon the duties of the office, bu bey oom that 
matter would be arranged by the ustees to 
suit their convenience. Altogether, his new 
honors were borne with becoming modesty. 

The Board of Trustees of the college, after 
disposing of this important piece of business, 
gave Mr. L. H. Jacoby, assistant of Prof. Rees 
in the astronomical department, leave of ab- 
sence until February next to accompany the 
United States astronomical expedition to West 
Africa to observe the total eclipse of the sun. 
They also made an appropriation to defray his 
expenses, and gave Prof. Rees leave to lend the 
five-inch Clark equatorial telescope to Prof. 
Todd for use on the expedition. Prof. Ware 
was given leave of absence for a year, and Prof. 
Dwight for thirty days. Prof. Benjamin F. Lee 
was reappointed Professor of Real Estate and 
Equity Jurisprudence. A memorial in relation 
to the death of President Barnard was received 
from the University of Mississippi, of which in- 
stitution Dr. Barnard was Chancellor before he 
came to Columbia College. 


OPENING OF THE TERM. 


A LARGE ATTENDANCE AND AN EX- 
CITING CANE RUSH. 


Columbia College opened yesterday with all 
the excitements ofa first day. Each Freshman 
on his arrival was brought face to face with 
other people’s opinions of his consuimmate 
freshness. The Sophomores had exhibited their 
lettering ability by paintingon the pavement 
in various parts of the campus the figures 
“793” in vivid green ink. And, to crown all, 
one ambitious Sophomore had suspended from 
the School of Arts building to a residence 
across Madison-avenue a small banner with the 
iuscription *’93 Fresh.” Then 9:45 came, and 
it was time for devotional exercises. The 
shtieking whistle of Proctor—or, as he is more 


affectionatel addressed by the students, 
“Stevie’— Weeks, announced to the students 
the time to repair tochapel. The house of wer- 
ship was well filled, for chapel is visited by 
students residing out of town just once a year, 
and that once is the first Monday of October. 

The only noise made bythe students was 
their applause of Acting President Drisler’s 
address, which occurred at the end of the relis- 
ious exercises, conducted by the Chaplain, th¢ 
Rev. Dr. C. R. Duffie. Prof. Drisler welcomed 
the students backto their study and college 
friendships. He said that he hoped tne students 
had come backin full physical vigor, and were 
ready for fresh harvests in intellectual fleids. 
The last sentiment received considerable ap- 
piause from the Sophomoric element present, 
and atthe word “fresh” many half-suppressea 
chuckles and sly glances were cast toward the 
Freshmen, sitting opposite. The sudden death 
of Instructor A. J. Parker,a graduate of the 
Class of ’88, and an assistantin Prof. Rood’s 
department, was spoken of. Praise was then 
bestowed on the sophomore Class for their 
bes ag pee from “rushing,” at their own free 
will, in their Freshman year, and especially for 
their decorous conduct during the precediug 
devotional exercises. After the announce- 
ments of the duties of the students in the 
various classes the chapel was dismissed. 

The ho Prof. Drisier expressed for the 
continued good conduct of the Sophomores did 
not seem toavail. The exit of the Freshmen 
was the sign for arush.

A fully-developed cane rush for afew minutes 
occup the attention of the upper classmen, 
who occupied the ascending slopes around tho 
contestants. Finally the self-appointed judges 
and timers of the rush announced. ‘“‘Time,” and 
proceeded to haul off all contestants that 
not agrip on the cane.

ALMOST COMPLETED, 

BETHLEHEM, Penn., Oct. 7.—Work is about 
completed on the new Pennsylvania, Boston 
and Poughkeepsie Railroad, and will be entirely 
finished along its route from Philadelphia to 
Boston in a fortnight. The new bridge at Port- 
jJand, in Northampton; County, was perfected 
last week, and now the only portion of the 
road to be put in order is the mile-and-a-haif 
streton from the Delaware and Hudson Rail- 
road to the Portland Bridge.

INSPECTING — THE MILLS 


THE TRIP OF THH PAN-AMER- 
IOAN DELEGATES, 

A VISIT TO LAWRENCE AND LOWELL 

IN WHICH THE MEMBERS OF THE 

CONGRESS WERE MUCH INTERESTED. 


LAWRENCE, Mass, Oct. 7,— ‘Breakfast at 
7:30 o'clock, leave the Vendome at 8:15 start 
for Lawrence via the Boston and Maine Rail- 
road at 9 o’clock.” This was the opening of 
the itinerary announeement for the guidance 
of the International delegates on the fifth day 
of the five-thousand-mile trip. The little jaunts 
on Saturday had been made in local special 
trains, but this morning the party was firmly 
housed in its special train, which had not 
been used since it was left at West Point. 
Meals and lodging will be had on the train 
until! Niagara Falls is reached next Sunday. 
The party arrived in Lawrence soon after 10 
o'clock, 
At the Lawrence station the party were met 
by Mr. Saltonstall and the Treasurer of the 
Pacific Mills and Mayor Mack, who seated them 
in carriages and led them to the mills, As the 
time was limited, Mr. Saltonstall aid not under- 
take to show the process of spinning and weav- 
ing cotton cloths, but contented himself with 
an explanation of the magnitude of the works. 
These are situated on the Merrimac River, 
from which they derive 4,500 of the 9,000 
horse power used in the mills. This power en- 
abled the works to turn out 100,000,000 yards 
of prints yearly. The employes number 6,000, 
and the 50,000 spindles and printing ma- 
chines cover 50 acres of flooring. While he 
was making this explanation Mr. Saltonstall 
was leading the party through the lower floors 
of the print shops, where were stored huge 
rolls of plain white cloths ready for printing; 
through rooms filled with steaming tanks 
wherein the cloths were wasned, and past rows 
of girls busily tending machines which stitched 
the cloths together. The foreigners took the 
deepest interest in everything they saw, clipped 
samples of the stuffs, and asked many questions 
about prices, capacity, &c. 
Every one of the delegates was given a hand- 
kerchief containing the portraits of Washington 
and Harrison. One of the foreigners, who ap- 
oe to be well informed, remarked that he 
ad carefully inspected the celebrated mills at 
Manchester, England, and that he found the 
New-England mills far superior in perfection of 
machinery, light, and ventilation, and rapidity 
of outfit. 
At 1:30 P. M. the party started for Lowell 
under escortof Mayor Palmer and Presiden 
Adams of the Lowell Board of Trade. Lowell 
was reached at 2:15 o’clock. 
Boston, Oct. 7.—The party returned here in 
the early evening. They visited three concerns 
in Lowell and saw 8,000 operatives at work. 


They had seen processes of snanufacture repre- 
senting $4,250,000 of capitel. They had wit- 
nessed the operation of 4,124 looms, weaving 
carpets and clothing fabrics, and 170,000 spin- 
dies, driven by an aggregate of 8,000 horse 
power, supplemented by the weight of the Mer- 
rimack River water, which is employed repeat- 
edly as motive power, but which is not suf- 
ficient alone for the purpose. 
The day has been the first one of solid busi- 
ness upon the lines upon and within which the 
International Congress was projected. The for- 
eigners, in several instances, have placed them- 
selves in closer relations with the manufactur- 
ing interests they have visited. They have 
carefully and shrewdly observed what they 
have seen. They have talked of prices, terms, 
and business methods with the heads of the 
establishments visited. Mexico, for instance, 
indicated an interest in earpets, and Costa Rica 
has scrutinized prints with a business purpose. 
At the Pacifico Works in Lawrence substantially 
thisgdialozue took place between a southern 
delegate and the head of the concern: 

“You use fustic dye wood, do you not?” asked 
the foreigner. 
“We do—much of it,” 
answer. — 
“There is no duty in your country on fustic, 
— we can furnish you that,” said the dele- 
gate. 
The party dined aboard the train while re- 
turning to Boston from Lowell, and upon arrival 
here were driven to a theatre, where the even- 
ing was spent. |

GOV. HILL WANTS NEW-YORK CITY 
DEMOCRATS TO PULL TOGETHER, 


Local Democrats are looking for important 
developments in county polities this week, The 
State Committee is expected to meet at the 
Hofiman House on Wednesday, and one of the 
most serious questions that will be brought be- 
fore it is the condition of the party in this county. 
Gov. Hill controls, by common consent, the 
State Committee. The Governor naturally de- 
sires the success of the State ticket this Fall.

Well-informed 
Democrats say that it is not improbable, be- 
fore the week is out, that Tammany Hall and 
the County Democratic organization will ap- 
point conference éommittees, whose duty will 
ve to endeavor to bring about a union ticke 
here in New-York. As a Democrat explaine 
the situation yesterday: “ Everything is now 
in chaos. No one knows who will be nomi- 
nated for Senator or Assemblyman or any ot 
the county officers, e Syracuse Convention 
has upset every celculation. It we have union 
we can carry six out of the seven Senatorial 
districts, and twenty-one out of the twenty- 
four Assembly districts, But it is exceedingly 
doubtful whether a anion can be brought about. 
There is a strong Ppa aoa in both organiza- 
tions that Gov. Hill desires a union ticket. 
“.0cal Democratic leaders, however, do not 
just now teem disposed to do anything that will 
benefit Gov. Hill or strengthen his position in 
the party. They will no doubt appoiaut the con- 
ference committees, but whether anything will 
come from it remains to be seen. The question 
is Fall will be, which organization can make 
the best terms with the publicans. Neither 
can afford to make an open deal, but I can ae- 
gure you, from what I have already heard, that 
no matter what the upshot may be in this, 
county, whether we have a union ticket or not 
trading will be general, and always at the ex- 
pense of the Democratic State ticket.”

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CHUROH UNITY. 


SPEECHES IN FAVOR OF WIPING OUT 
DENOMINATIONAL RESTRICTIONS. 


The Church Unity Society held a very large 
meeting last night in the Temperance Annex 
Hall, 16 Fourth-avenue, and invited all the 
delegates to the Episcopal Convention to be 
present. Not all the delegates appeared, for 
had they done so the hall would not have held 
them, but those who did come brought their 
wives with them, and about a hundred of them 
stood along the sides of the walls, The office 
for the unity of the whole church, which was 
approved by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
was read by the President of the society, 
who then announced that the expected 
presiding officer, Bishop Williams of Con- 
necticut, was too much indisposed to be 
present, so the Bishop of Maine was called to 
the chair. He spoke briefly and earnestly of 
the general desire for a unity of the Church, 
irrespective of denominational differences, He 
then introduced Bishop Waipple of Minnesota 
who, in his characteristic fashion, attacked the 


object of the meeting without reserve. He said 
that during his more than ;forty years’ experi- 
ence a8 @ Glergyman one of the sincerest jong- 
ings of his heart has been for the reunion of the 
Christian world—of all who love the Lord, 
“Ah, my brethren,” he said, “as we all grow 
older our theology grows wonderfully simple.’’ 
He aid not believe, he declared, that there ex- 
isted any man or men who could formulate a 
resolution which cun reunite Divine Christen- 


dom. 

The Rev. Dr. Parkhurst of the Madison-Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church succeeded the Bishop. 
His address, though exceedingly warm con- 
cerning the advantages of unity, was inter- 
spersed with remarks which caused his Epis- 
copalian audience to laugh and applaud. He 
had never before, he declared with great sober- 
ness, been in a room where there were 80 many 
live Bishops. But somehow he felt as though he 
‘was as much of a Bishop as any one about him, 
**T have said to wy own churen,” he continued, 
‘*that I would not care to be the Bishop of the 
Presbyterian Church in New-York, but I ve 
theless wish we had a Bishop, There needs to be 
a head in all things. We need to move together 
with concerted action in the name of Jesus 
Christ on Manhattan Island, and if we did so 
we should conquer Manhattan Island." 

The Rev. Dr. Philip Schaif said: ‘There is 
unity of Christianity in the air, and I believe 
that the next generation will realize it. But 
there must be reconstruction; there must be a 
mutual recognition, an understanding that all 
must unite in that greatoause.” He said that 
in this union the Roman Catholic Church must 
not be left out, “for it is a most magnifi- 
cent Church, a wonderful organization, 
with an unbroken _ nistory m the 
first century, a Church which con- 
verted the barbarians and spread the 
Gospel all over Europe.

PROPOSED FINANOIAL AID 
FROM JHE OITY. 
THE SINKING FUND COMMISSIONERS 
WILLING TO ADVANCE $15,000,000 iF 
THE LEGISLATURE WILL PERMIT. 


The Committee on Site and Buildings of the 
World's Fair sent a communication to the Sink- 
ing Fund Commissioners yesterday asking 
whether the Commissioners had powerto ap- 
propriate $15,000,000 to purchase ‘the site for 
the proposed exhibition provided the Legislat- 
ure passed an act authorizing themto make 
such expenditure. The Commissioners met at 
the Mayor’s office yesterday afternoon and 
went at once into executive ‘session to discuss 
the communication.

Mayor Grant said that it would be an excel- 
lentinvestment’ for the city, and all the Com- 
missioners, with the exception of Controller 
Myers, took the same view.

Recorder Smyth had no doubt at 
allof the power of the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion to make such an appropriation, with the 
permission of the. Legislature. Controller 
Myers expressed the belief that the law-mak- 
ing power itself could not’ legalize the expenal- 
ture of eo iargeasum outor the city’s money.

A MAMMOTH WHEEL, 


THE LARGEST OF ‘ITS KIND EVER 
MADE IN THE WORLD, 


SCRANTON, Fenn., Oct. 7.—The greatest wheel 
of its kind in tne world, a very wonder in mech- 
anism, ‘stands in the main ebop of the Dick- 
s0n Manufacturing Company in this city. It 
was built for the Calumet and Hecla Mining 
Company of Lake Superior, Michigan, for the 
purpose of lifting and discharging the ‘tail- 
ings,” a waste from the copper mines into the 
lake, and its diameter is 54 feet, while its 
weight in active operation will be 200 tons. 
Itis called a fifty-feot sandwheel, but its ex- 
treme dimensions are 54 feet in diameter. 
Some idea of its enormous capacity can be 
formed from the fact that it will receive and 
elevate sufficient sand every twenty-four hours 
to cover an acre of ground a foot deep. 

Itis armed on its outer edge with 482 teeth, 
4.71 inches pitch and 18 inches face. The 
gear segmedte, eighteen in number, are made of 
gun iron, and the teeth are machine-cut, epicy- 


cloidal in form. It took two of the most perfect 
machines in the world 100 days and nights to 
cut the teeth alone, and the finish is as smooth 
as glass. Mr, Sidney Broadbent, the General 
Superintendent of the Dickson Manufacturin 
Company, is the inventor of the machine wit 
which the teeth ofthe great wheel were cut. 
He is an English mechanic who has been in this 
et. balfa century, and he is so modest 
that if he should happen to see this notice of 
himself in THE Times he is likely to advertise 
for the correspondent and annihilate him, 

Another great factor in the construction of 
the mammoth wheel is the designer, Mr, E, D. 
Leavitt of Cambridgeport, Mass,, the consult- 
ing engineer of the Calumet and Hecla Com- 
pany. The wheel is to be driven by a pinion of 
gun iron containing 33 teeth of equal pitch and 
face and will run at a speed of 600 feet per min- 
ute at the inner edge, where it will be equipped 
with 448 steel buckets that will lift the ‘*tall- 
ings” as the machine revolves and discharge 
them into ape that will carry them into 
the lake, The shaft of the wheel is of gun iron, 
and its journals are 22 inches in diameter by 3 
feet 4 inches long. The shaft is made in three 
sections and is 30 inches in diameter in the 
centre. 

At a first Gance the great wheel looks like an 
exaggerated bicycle wheel, andit 1s construoct- 
ed much on the same principle, with straining 
rods that run to centres cast on the outer sec- 
tions of the shaft. The steel buckets on either 
side of the gear are each 4 feet 549 inches long 
and 21 inches ey and the combined lifting 
capacity of the ds, running at a speed of 
600 feet.per minute, will be 3,000,000 gallons 
of water and 2,000 tons of sand every 24 hours, 
The mammoth wheel is supported on two 
massive adjustable pedestals of cast iron woigh- 
ing 12tons each, and it is estimated that its 
cost at the copper mines before poking & single 
revelution will not be less than $100,000, 





MORPHINE FOR BROMIDE, 


FATAL MISTAKE OF THE WIFE OF A 
HARLEM FHYSICIAN. 


About a year ago Hugh C. McCord, & young 
physician, brought his wife of a few months, 
Jane McKee McCord, from her home in Kansas 
City to a prettily-furnished flat at 129 West One 
Hundred and Twenty-ninth-street. The young 
doctor and his wife became very popular in 
Harlem society, and he rapidly built up a prac- 
tice. Mrs. McCord was a handsome woman, in 
perfect health, but subject to occasional at- 
tacks of insomnia. For her relief when in this 
condition her husband provided her with a weak 


solution of bromide, telling her that 1t was prac- 
tically harmiess and she might use as much of 
it as she thought necessary. 

On Sunday night Mrs. MoCord had a particu- 
larly severe attack of insomnia, Dr. McCord 
heard her get up and go to the table in his 
study, bat paid no attention to her. This was 
about 11 o’ciock. A half hour later he heard 
her breathing very heavily. Much startled, he 
inquired of her what the trouble was. She re- 
pied drowsily: “Nothing. I have just taken a 

ig dose of bromide and can sleep now.” Her 
manner tended to increase his alarm, and goin 
to the table he picked up the ounce bottle o; 
bromide, It was full, Just beside it, however, 
was agimilar botile which had contained ma- 
gendie solution of morphine and that was 
empty. Mrs. McCord had swallowed the entire 
ounce of the solution, which contained sixteen 
grains of the deadly drug. 

Though realizing the hopelessness of the case 
Dr. McUord hastily administered a powerfu 
emetic and then ran for Dr. Thomas C, Tay- 
lor of West One Hundred and Twenty- 
seventh-street. When thetwo returned Mrs, 
McUord was stretched on a sofa vomiting 
violently. Antidotes were administered, and 
she was kept on her teéet, moving rapidly. 
About 4 o’clock in the morning she Gepped 
into a comatose state and Dr. Edgar T. Weed of 
Lencx-avenue was summoned, He brought a 
battery which was applied and artificial respi- 
ration started. The pluck of the patient was 
pitiful. Until 2 o’clock in the afternoon she 
struggled to arouse herself, the physicians 
working on her continuously; but all efforts 
were in vain, and shortly after 2 the end came. 

Deputy Coroner Jeukins was summoned and 
after viewing the body issued a certificate in 
accordance with the facts as related. Dr. Mv- 
Cord and his relatives were eary ang A pros- 
trated. Though weli knowing that Mrs, McCord 
was dead, the fact that she bad fought against 
succumbing so long seemed to imbue them with 
‘a belief that she still might be only in acomatose 
state, and they were loth to place the body in 
the hands of an undertaker. 


LBIITLE MARY #kLPHBRS STORY. 


SHE HAS BEEN TWO YEARS TRAMPING 
FROM THE PACIFICO SLOPE. 


New-Brunswick, N. J., Oct. 7.—Mary Reper, 
a girl of twelve years, arrived here yesterday 
very tired, very hungry, rather dirty, and some- 
what inclined to cry when questioned. The 
child says she came from California, and has 
for two years been traveling on freight and coal 
trains. She was barefoot, wore a thin gingham 
dress, and was black with dirt and coal dust. A 
lady found her crying on the street, and after 
being fed and given a coat and a pair of shoes 
and stockings she was sent to the police station. 
Later the Overseer of the Poor took her in 
charge. 

Mary said that her parents died four or five 
years ago, when she was not more than seven 
or eight years old. Her father’s name was 


John Reper, and his death ocourred shortly be- 
fore that of her mother, who had consumption. 
Their only relative, an aunt, took the orphan, 
but before long the aunt died, and for two 

ears the little one was cared for 4 neighbors, 
n return for what work she could do for them. 
When she was ten years old she ran away and 
began her journey Last, stealing rides on freight 
trains. Brakemen helped her, she said,- and 
gave her food, and she begged food elsewhere. 
At many places she stopped for several weeks 
at a time and got work. 

She said there were lots of things she could 
do; she could scrub, sweep, make beds, and 
cook, She described her recipe for making bis- 
cuit, and declured she could economize by using 
sour milk, 

Saturday she boarded a coal train at North 
Branch and rode to Elizabeth, and she had rid- 
den part ofthe way and walked the rest from 
that city to New-Brunswick. * 

Bhe is small and thin; with straight plack 
hair, dark brown eyes, anda complexion that, 
naturally dark, has been bronzed by exposure.

SOUTH CAROLINA’S RECEIVER. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Oct. 7.—An order was filed 
inthe United States Circuit Court to-day ap- 
pointing ex-Gov. Daniel H. Chamberlain of 
New-York temporary receiver of the South’ 
Carolita Railway. The order was granted by 
Judge Bond on the complaint of Frederick W. 
Bound of Montclair, N. J., a holder of the sec- 
ond mortgage bonds. The road has been in de- 
fault for over a year on all its mortgage debts, 
and the receiver is appointed in order to apply 
the income of the road wo the interest dve on 
the mortgage debt. 

The appointment of a temporary receiver is. 
mage at once in order to preserve the property 
of the company intact until an order can 
made fora permanent receiver and the ques- 
tion of the jurisdiction of the State in the Fed- 
oral courts can be determined, 

The complaint, praying for the appointment 
of areceiver, alleges in general terms that the 
complainant is the holder of unpaid second 
mortgage bonds and coupons. That the road 
has defaulted both on ita first and second mort- 
gage bonds and coupons for overa year, that 
its indebtedness is over $9,738,000 and is hope- 
lessly insolvent, that suits are about to be 
brought against the road, and that the com- 
pany has been applying its income to the pay- 
Ment of the floating debt instead of to its 
mortgage debt, and that the road has been bad- 
ly managed and is steadily deteriorating.

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 7.—The State Railroad 
Commission to-day, on the application of the 
Central New-England and Western Railroaa

REVELATIONS OF A RING 


IWEHED-LIKE WORK IN HUD.- 
SON COUNTY. 
NEW-JERSKY FREEHOLDERS PUPPETS 
AND PLUNDERERS — M’LAUGHLIN’S 

REWARD AT GUTTENBERG. 


The success of the reform movement in Jer- 
sey City, which grows daily more promising 
a8 @ direct consequence of the incentive fur- 

shed by the exposures in THE Tres of the 
operations of the ring bosses, will be primarily 
important and beneficial in that it will subject 
to public serutiny. the accounts out of which 
poor men have become rich and henchmen and 
the political servitors and associates of the 
bosses have been able to enjoy the good things 
of the earth at the expense of the helpless tax- 
payers. 

Until reform shall be accomplished it will be 
a matter of very great difficulty to analyze 
these accounts as they deserve. It almost goes 

ithout saying ‘that so far as there has been 
any publication of official business it has borne 
the outward appearance of regularity. Con- 
tracts have seemingly been awarded to lowest 

_ bidders. There is, of course, nothing in the 
records to show that contractors have habitu- 


holders of Hudson County or to the mana ers 


ally for years paid commissions to the xan 


of the Democratic General Committes for in- 


fluence exerted to secure awards. 

- It does appear upon the records that certain 
contractors furnish the jail, penitentiary, and 
}xhoolhouses with supplies year after year,

that the offices in these various institutions are 
@iled with ward workers and heelers, and that 
there has been a recklessness of expenditure 
which would not be tolerated in a private en- 
terprise. They will show that the Freeholders 


have not hesitated in other years than this to 
dispose of their apps riation in advance of 
the time when it should have been spent. But 
in spite of all these humiliating disclosures 
which appear upon the face of the records ex- 
pert an is is hardly possible, and without 
euch analysis everything alleged in regard to 
mismanvagément of the county funds becomes a& 
matter of notoriety rather than of legal proof. 

What has been done in Jersey City isa small 

atter compared with the enormities which 

ave been infijcted upon the county. There was 
@ time when the management of the city affairs 
‘was quite as disgraceful as could well be 1m- 
agined. For the peat few years, however, the 
city has been of necessity somewhat strait- 
laced in its fiscal operations. The tremendous 
debt saddled upon it by the alternate misrule of 
both parties has imposed $ yearly interest 
charge of more than $800,000, which nas to be 
paid from the tax levy of not more than $1,300,- 

00. This leaves a scant $500,000 for the cur- 

ent expenses of the Departments of Finance, 

‘Gucation, Fire, Police, and Rablic Works and 
for such expenses as may be inourred by the 
Aldermen for the maintehance of begs 3 and for 
puch alms as are dispensed under 
Government. 

It is true that since the' Corporation Tax bill 
was passed, and since the passage of the act 
preating Commissioners of Adjustment for the 

urpose of forcing the settlement of back taxes, 

he city has been in receipt of upward of 
$1,000,000 in tax arrearagés and of about 
$180,000 a year from corporations. Itis alsoa 
fact that since the High License bill was passed 
the city has been insured about $200,000 per 
yearin excise collections in place of $50,000, 
the former revenue from that source. The 
amount of money that came from tax arrear- 
ages was applied in partto the redemption of 
bonds to the amount of $500,000, and the bal- 
ance was used mainly instead of temporary 
loans which the city had been obliged to nego- 
tiate to meet current expenses atthe time when 
funds were low and taxes lagging. In regard to 
the other sources of revenue mentioned they 
were reckoned in the tax estimates, and went to 
lower the tax levy to the full amount indicated. 

Leaving aside all considerations of desire or 
moral principle, there certainly seems to have 
been limited opportunity for the office holders 
under the Municipal Government to do much 
more than provide offices for their friends, 
with, perhaps, occasional contracts that may 
have yielded something in individual instances, 

The Board of Freeholders, on the other hand, 
has not been hampered by the drawbacks of 
‘heavy debts or direct accountability, except 
‘probably to the bosses who have provided them 
with opportunities to make the best of their of- 
ficial position. 

lt is the function of the Freeholders to decide 
for themselves what they may need as county 
ae from year to year,and the various 

ities and villages upon whom this tax is levied 
have no possibie recourse or redress, When the 
‘Freeholders send out notices that they require 
$900,000, which has been about the average of 
yearly expenditure by them, those upon whom 
they call must provide this money and ask no 
questions. 

What has followed asa result of this exer- 
cise of power may be inferred from the fact 
that, although the office of Frecholder has paid 
to each incumbent an annual werd of $500, it 
is a common 58a aud belief throughout 
Hudson County that in order to be able to re- 
tire from private business with aimost absolute 
assurance of material prosperity one needs 
ouly to become a Freeholder. Asamatter of 
course, the expenses of election to this office 
are many times larger than the legitimate in- 
come to be derived from it. Ithas occasionally 
happened, it is said, that there have been hon- 
est Freeholders, but they are so rare as hardly 
to make an exception to the rule that a Hudson 
County Freeholder is usually a plunderer. 

‘*It is certainly not too much to declare,” said 
a well-informed resident of Jersey City yester- 
day,“ that Hudson County is the worst-man- 
aged county in the Northern States, anda proba- 
bly it is the worst managed either North or 
South. Nominally the county affairs are con- 
ducted by regular methods. It is customary to 
advertise for contracts as is donein other cities 
ana to give out contracts to the lowest bidders. 
Although that formis observed by the Free- 
holders who attend to all this business for the 
county, no one really believes that contracts 
are honestly given out. 

“It is a matter of notoriety that the same 
persons furnish supplies to the county year 
after year, and that their prices are certainly 
not low compared with the prices of similar 
supplies in other cities. If two or three smart 
men oan be left alone in a committee room, for 
a half hour itis a very easy matter for them to 
place contracts where they want to place them, 
their friends becoming uniformly the lowest 
pidders. The Freeholders of this county may 
ocoasionally have been maligned, but it is a 
matter of een ag belief that they receive com- 
missions ot from the contractor: almost 
every time they let a contract, and that they 
avail themselves to the full extent of the op- 
Doren ot @0b0 000 of them in the disposition 
yearly of ,000 of public money. 

‘“‘The provision in the new charter for de- 
creasing the number of Freeholders by one-half 
is simply a clever scheme engineered by the 
bosses to contract the ring. ob Davis Ys evi- 
dently ef the opinion that matters can be much 
more easily managed with ten men than with 
twenty, and that so faras his personal ambition 
is concerned he will save time, trouble, and 
money in his canvass for election by the Free- 
holders as keeper of the jail. Thereis to be no 
saving to the taxpayers in decreasing the num- 
ber of Freeholders, because salaries have been 
increased to $1,000. The scheme is coy! in 
the interest of the selfish operations of the boss 
ringsters in order that they may the more read- 
ily do as they please in the county management. 

‘“¢ How tne bosses have become rich has been 
sufficiently indicated in former articles in THE 
Timus. The fees to Sheriff Davis and County 
Clerk McLaughiin can hardly net them more 
than $10,000 each per year, and however econo- 
mizing they may try to be theycannot retain their 
hold upon the leadership of the party with any 
such amount of money. All the evidences are 
that not only have they retained their hola, but 
they have laid aside enough to insure their com- 
fort indefinitely. 

“T have seen no mention anywhere of Mc- 
Laughlin’s outside interest in the Guttenberg 
race track. He made himself useful to that 
corporation by protecting its managers and the 
pool sellers there against arrest by the city 
authorities and by holding off any members of 
the Legisiature who may have been disposed 
to make the law unpleasant for the Guttenberg 
people. Ag a reward McLaughlin has been 
given an interest in the track, which alone 
ought to be sufficient to provide handsomely for 

im.

“If the income-bearing schemes in which these 
bosses are engaged by reason of their suprem- 
cy in the affairs of the county were to be cata- 
ogued, the showing would be as disgraceful as 
auything yet publishea. They have buried 
their gs in everything that promised profit, 
and w. rascality or violation may be kept 
out of sight or what blackmail sustained by 
their outside operations may, for the present, 
be left to rumor. Not only such interests, but 
Freeholders, contractors, jobbers, office plun- 
derers, and jury fixers seem to be held by them 
as their legitimate prog. 

‘Reform within a party is laudable enough. 
In this case it is eminently desirable because 
Hudsoa County is one-sided litically. It 
seems to moe, however, that the time is ripe for 
a citizens’ Movement, such as elected Seth Low 
Mayor of Brooklyn and Mayors Grace and 
Hewitt in New-York. A movement stripped of 
partisansDip and carried on for the general 
good on @ homerule and hones} government 
piatform would command vo from both 

varties in humbers sufficient to elect Free- 
holders next month, who would stand between 
the public and the'plunderers. That much gained, 
the Tnovement would so commend itself to citi- 
genes generally that nothing could stop ite prog- 
Yess to complete success.

A NEW STATE’S BIKTH. 


PRELIMINARIES TO THE FORMAL ENTRY 
OF NORTH DAKOTA INTO THE UNION. 


Fareo, North Dakota, Oct. 7.—Gov. Mellette 
has had official copies of the Constitutions of 
North and South Dakota prepared, with other 
necessary documents, and they have already 
been placed in the hands of President Harrison, 
with the view of being examined and the fact 
ascertained whether or not they comply with 
the provisions of the enabling act and are not 


in conflict with the Constitution of the United 
States. The canvass of the returns of the vote 
apes. the Constitution ba po be made by Gov. 
dellette, Secretary Richardson, and Chief Jus- 
tice Tripp, or any two of the Associate Justices, 
fifteen days after the election. When this ae 
is completed it has been arranged to telegrap 
the reault to President Harrison, and Oct. 25, a 
week later, it is expected to receive the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation. 
The Territory then becomes a State, and the 
officers elected last Tuesday may then qualify. 
The Constitution provides that the new Gov- 
ernor, immediately upon his qualification, shall 
convene the Legislative Assembly at a date not 
less than fifteen days nor more than forty days 
from the date of such proclamation. lt will 
therefore be seen that the Legislature cannot 
be called to meet before Nov. 7, should all of 
the foregoing plans be carried out as arranged, 
and it is probable that the meeting will not 
be until Nov. 12.

A THREATENING FIRE IN THE BATES 

. HOUSE OF INDIANAPOLIS. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct, 7.—One of the cosiest and 
best appointed hotels in the country is closed 
‘to travelers to-night, at Washington ana Illt- 
nois streets, where the Bates House has for 
many years sheltered guests from all parts of 
the world. Abraham Lincoln stopped there 
several times, and all the celebrities who visited 
the Hoosier capital bave been guests of the 
house. A gag jet in the engine room ignited the 
woodwork in the ceiling of the basement, short- 


ly after noon to-day, and the hotel office above 
and’ the upper halls were soon with 
smoke. A blaze shot up presently and fright- 
ened the 200 guests of the house, many of whom 
were either in the dining room or in their rooms 
preparing for dinner. Ten minutes after the 
alarm waa given the house was full of smoke 
and Fen guests and employes were preparing 
for flight. 4 

Room doors were broken open and goods hur- 
riedly thrown into trunks and valises and 
dragged down stairs. 
remained behind the desk as long as possible 
‘locking uptbe safe and looking after every- 
body’s interests, The guests in thé dining room 
did not know that the building was on tire for 
some time, but. when they made the discovery 
@ panic took place. The flames gradually gained 
headway, and'in twenty minutes after the first 
alarm the basement wasa seething furnace, 
The firemen set to work cutting holes in the 
tiled corridor of the hotel office. When the 
holes -were opened the flames, accompanied 
with great volumes of smoke, rushed through 
and drove the firemen and spectators back to 
the doors. In a few moments the entire hotel 
see with smoke and all means of exit were 
closed, 

Louis Riebold, the proprietor, personally 
went to every floor and warned the guests to 
leave the house. It became impossible for 
people to get up and down the tairways or 
elevator. Everybody seemed be down but 
H. ©. Parker, Traffic seonager of the Lake Erie 
and Western Railroad, and James A. Young, 
who occupied rooms on the fourth floor, Mr. 
Parker has been sick for some time, and was 
unable to heed the first warning to got out. 
The extension ladder was brought into use and 
raised to the window of Mr. Parker’s room. 
There was a cheer from the crowd as the ladder 
Was putin position, for the smoke was already 
= ng out of the. room. Mr. Parker came 

own the ladder first, in the arms of a fireman, 
ana Mr, Young followed him unaccompanied, 

The fire still gained headway, and from every 
window of the building the smoke was rolling 
out. The people who had taken refuge on the 
second floor began to got frightened and crowd- 
ed out on the front veranda. The women be- 
gen to wring their hands and call for help.

but a ladder was hoisted, and all were removed 
safely to the street. While this was going on 
drummers who were occupying sample rooms 
on the second floor were throwing their trunks 
out on the sidewalk and then going down Jad- 
ders shemeelves.

EVADING PAYMENT OF DAMAGE AWARDS 
AGAINST THE ELEVATED. 


Counselor Julien T. Davies, on behalf of the 
Manhattan Railway Company, moved yester- 
day to put off indefinitely all the cases against 
the elevated roads on the calendars of the Com- 
mon Pleas and Superior Courts, including the 
cases of James Hernon, -the American Bank 
Note Company, Alexander Kuh, Louis Ley- 
poldt, James Renwick, and some forty others. 
Mr. Davies claims to the courts that the Man- 
hattan Company has at last determined to pay 
the property owners for the rights of way 
through the side streets. 

Counsel for the property owners, including 
Messrs. Bennett, Peckham, Reilly, G. B. Lud- 
low, L. L. Delafield, E. D. Hawkins, Hall, At 


water, and others, attackea the sincerity of tha 
elevated railroad’s coungel, and claimed that 
the whole of the condemnation proceedings 
were in bad faith. The counsel urged that the 
property owners had been fooled by similar 
tricks for years past, and that the elevated pev- 
ple never carry on any condempation to an end, 
except it is that they succeed in getting it be- 
fore one certain Judge. An affidavit was read 
to the above effect, in which tc was claimed 
that the policy of the elevated road was to 
wait for the property owners to bring their

CANNIBALISM IN ONTARIO. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct., 7.—A gentleman jus 
returned from a exploring expedition in the 
wilds of Northwestern Ontario said tnat he had 
discovered during his travels a tribe of Indians 
who have practiced cannibalism up to within a 
few years ago, when the country was first vis- 
ited by French missionaries.

The people of Montana have undertaken 
to shut Trusts and similar combinations 
out of their new ‘State by the following 
prohibitory clauses in their new Constitu- 
tion: 

“SECTION 20. No incorporation, stock com- 
pany, persons, or association of persons in the 
State of Montana shall directly or indirectly 
combine or form what'is known asea Trust, or 
make any contract with any person or persons, 
corporation or stock company, foreign or do- 
mestic, through their stockholders, trustees,or in 
any manner whatever, for the purpose of fixing 
the price and regulating the production of any 
article of commerce or of the produet of tne 
soil for consumption by the people. The Legis- 
lative Assembly shall pass laws for the enforce- 
ment thereof by adequate penalties to the ex- 
tent, if necessary for that purpose, of the for- 
feiturs of their property and franchises, or, in 
ease of foreign corporations, prohibiting them 
from carrying on business in this State.” 


It will be seen that by this section such 
contracts as were made by the Anaconda 
Copper Mining Company in Montana with 
the French Syndicate are forbidden. The 
President of the St. Louis Board of Fire 
Underwriters has assured the companies 
tbat are members of the board that they 
may safely declare, in answer tothe in- 
quiries made by the Missouri Secretary of 
State as required by the anti-trust law, 
that they are not members of any unlawful 
combination or parties to any unlawful 
agreement to prevent competition in prices. 
The board has been advised that insurance 
is “ not an article of merchandise or a com- 
modity in the contemplation of the law.”

Guard duty, though generally 
well performed, in a few cases was “ very 
slovenly-done.” Col. Lopor also calls the 
attention of the officers to “ their careless 
ways of returning salutes.”

+ To begin with, very high praise is given te 
the general staff in all its departments. 
The drills as a whole were “ surprisingly 
correct,” and Col. Lopor, who inspected 
the camp in 1885, found a great improve- 
mentin the guides since that date. As

NEW-JERSEY’S MIXED POLITICS. 
New-Jersey’s Republican candidate for 
Governor is said to be puzzled over the 
composition of his letter of acceptance, and 
»the astute Secretary of the State Commit- 
tee finds it difficult to help him out. The 
trouble is that the State Convention of the 
party took no definite stand on the liquor 
question, and that is the only question from 
the agitation of which the Republicans 
could hope to make any gain. Two years ago 
the party declared for high license and local 
. option and carried the election on that issue, 
but because there was some reaction after- 
ward and they were defeated after passing 
the legislation promised they have become 
frightened and dare not resume their for- 
mer ground. The temperance sentiment in 
New-Jersey is not divided on strict party 
lines, The Southern portion of the State is 
strongly in favor of a rigid restriction of 
the liquor traffic, and in the populous towns 
of the northern counties the sentiment is 
favorable to a more “liberal” dealing with 
the business. Republicans are a good deal 
affected by the local feeling. Gen. GRUBB 
goes about dating his principles from the 
time of the civil war, and delivering 
speeches that are non-committal on every 
living issue. But he can hardly ignore 
in his letter of acceptance the only 
question upon which the people care to 
know his sentiments, and he cannot write 
one letter for Northern Jersey and another 
tor Southern Jersey and confine each to the 
desired circulation. 
To-day there is a municipal election in 
Newark, and the result of the October elec- 
tion in that town is wont to give comfort 
and encouragement to the party that wins 
it, but politics is particularly mixed in 
Newark this year. It is a stronghold of 
beer and the “ personal liberty” sentiment, 
which latter appears to signify a desire to 
have beer accessible on Sunday. If the 
Democratic candidate for Mayor stood for 
beer and the Sunday opening of saloons 
and the Republican candidate stood for the 
opposite policy, there would be a clear is- 
sue. But as in the State at large soin New- 
ark the Republicans have paltered in 
this matter, and their candidate for Mayor 
is ‘liberal’ on the beer and Sunday ques- 
tion. But opposed to the ‘personal lib- 
erty” sentiment there isa ‘‘law and order” 
sentiment in Newark which is for a rigid 
closing of drinking saloons on Sunday, and 
those who are infected with this sentiment 
have nominated a third candidate for 
Mayor who will have the support of Prohi- 
bitionists and many temperance Repub- 
licans and perhaps of some Democrats. The 
result is likely to be the easy victory of the 
Democratic municipal ticket, which may 
not, however, get a majority of the votes, 
and probably will not foreshadow the re- 
sult of the State election. 
The Republicans are pretty sure to lose 
throughout the State the support of Pro- 
-hibitonists who were won to them by the 
high license and local option policy two 
years ago, and Republicans with strong 
‘temperance principles are likely to be luke- 
warm. Their shifty course on the liquor 
question which was adopted through fear 
of. losing votes where the saloon influence 
is streng is likely to result in as great a 
loss among those to whom that influence is 
abhorrent. The only other question, of 
general interest in the State is that 
of ‘‘equal taxation,” which in New- 
Jersey means the subjecting of the 
property of railroads to the same tax- 
ation as other property of like value. 
On this question the Democrats have the 
advantage, so far as popular sentiment is 
concerned, and the Republicans probably 
have the influence of tho railroad corpora- 
tions on their side. Ex-Gov. ABBETT, the 
Democratic candidate tor Governor, stands 
conspicuous as the champion of the cause 
of “ equal taxation,” the cause of the peo- 
ple against the corporations. So far as 
this issue has effect in the canvass it is 
likely to be for the benefit of the Demo- 
crats. But the party will be somewhat 
handicapped by the scandals of ‘‘ring 
rule’ in Hudson County and _ espe- 
cially in Jersey City, where’ the 
new Democratic charter has been 
used mainly for the benefit of a low order 
of local politicians. There is more or less 
of revolt against the corruption and ineffi- 
ciency produced by a Democratic ring of 
particularly vulgar and unscrupulous offi- 
cials. This may have some effect upon the 
State election. On the whole, New-Jersey 
politics is badly mixed, and in the absence 
of any dominating issue party lines will be 
pretty loosely drawn. It looks now de- 
cidedly as though the Republicans would 
lose through their failure to take a definite 
stand on the liquor question and to exhibit 
the cotrage that belongs to the convictions 
which a large majority of the party un- 
doubtedly cherish. 








THE FRENCH REPUBLIC. 

As we took occasion to point out when 
the results of the general elections in France 
were announced, the great advantage for 
the republic lay in the defeat of an opposi- 
tion movement for a revision of the Consti- 
tution. In some regards this advantage, 
which is confirmed by the results of the 
‘second ballotings held on Sunday, is very 
important and must be held to be as lasting 
as anything in politics, The coalition un- 
der BOULANGER as a leader was probably 
as strong as any can ever be with the present 
elements, and it has failed so signally that 
it is not: likely to bu renewed either under 
BOULANGER, who has become ridiculous, or 
any other leader that is now to be detected. 
} The republic, therefore, has won a great vic- 
tory, but there is a sense in which it may 
be said to be a negative victory. It has 
earned the right to live. It has tested the 
wish of the French to take it in preference 
to anything else that is now available. But 
it is still surrounded with great difficulties; 
‘it still has very grave problems to solve, 


‘| and the value of what may be called the 





now the chief point to note is the admis-~ 
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very much on the use that is made of it. 
The next task before the French people, 
and particularly before those who are act- 
ive in its public affairs, will be to reconcile 
the rule of a representative body with or- 
der, good administration, and économy at 
home, and the maintenance at once of the 
dignity of the Government abroad and, if 
possible, the peace of Europe. And this in- 
volves qualities that as yet the French have 
not shown themselves to possess as com- 
pletely as is necessary. 

It involves, especially, a class of politi- 


‘cians who, while they are ambitious, as 


all successful men must be, confine their 
ambition to the distinction of doing best 
that which is really for the good of the 
people, who are free from the greed of 
money and will reject corrupt means, even 
for ends that seem very desirable. In other 


‘words, the political class in France must 


learn more thoroughly than they have yet 
done to combine their ambition in some 
directions with a degree of self-sacrifice in 


‘others. Itis a difficult matter to form any 


satisfactory opinion abeut, but to an out- 
sider it looks now as if France were in more 
danger from corruption than from any other 
source. Many of the men who have risen 
to a certain extent within the last twenty 
years have been persons with little means 
beyond what they could get from public 
life, and they have come to have a good 
deal of money to spend on relatively small 
incomes. That is a dangerous and very un- 
pleasant sign, and itis particularly so in 
France, because what we Americans would 
call the ‘“‘issues” most prominent there 
now, and likely to be for some time, are not 
such as awaken a deep public sentiment or 
arouse able men to unselfish devotion.. In 
that respect the French situation has much 
analogy with our own. The active men, 
who, under the lead of GAMBETTA and the 
guidance of THIERS, may be said to have 
established the republic, correspond very 
fairly to those who led the anti-slavery and 
war movement in this country. They have 
been followed, there, as here, by many who 
have ‘‘exploited” the deep feeling first 
aroused for their own selfish ends, but the 
danger from this source is much greater in 
France than here. France is not a growing 
country in population, though it isin pros- 
perity, and the burdens which we scarcely 
feel are very heavy there, and may at any 
time produce a very strong effect on public 
sentiment. And, what isa very important 
difference, France is, as we are not, liable 
to a change in its form of government, and 
has, as we have not, foreign relations of a 
very difficult and threatening nature that 
may at any time lead to war that may be 
simply ruinous. 

Apparently the Assembly resulting from 
the recentelections will be amore united and 
efficient body than the one preceding it. It 
will be soif for no other reasen than that the 
temptation to disunion constantly held out 
by BOULANGER and his party vill be prac- 
tically withdrawn. It is probable that there 
will be at once a more modest and quiet 
anda more stable policy pursued. It can 
hardly be that there are nota good many 
of the Conservatives, especially among 
those who have looked to the Count of 
PARIs as a leader, who must now forsake all 
hope of a change in the form of govern- 
ment and devote themselves to making the 
best of what they have. The extreme Rad- 
icals must also be deprived ot some of their 
strength by the proof that the country is 
not with them, and the curious alliances, 
almost les amours dune journée, that have 
been formed so often between them and the 
extreme Conservatives—alliances sure to be 
followed by separation, if not by a quarrel, 
and utterly barren—can hardly be formed 
as readily as in the recent past. All these 
signs are favorable. The most unfavorable 
one is the renewal of the talk of war, with 
Russia as an ally, based on the assumed 
greater stability of the republic assured 
by the elections. But this is a question 
much too complicated to permit anything 
beyond conjecture at present. Whatever 
the fates may have in store for the re- 
public, its friends in this country will con- 
tinue to watch its course with sympathetic 
interest. 








INCIDENTS OF A CAMPAIGN. 


The campaign in Ohio has recently been 
enlivened by several curious and sensation- 
al incidents. On the 2dinst. there was 
published by the Cincinnati Commercial 
Gazetie a copy of an agreement said to have 
been made on July 2, 1888, concerning the 
sale and use of a patented ballot box. The 
paper sets forth that those whose names 
are attached to it agree to pay the sum sub- 
scribed by them “‘ whenever requested so to 
do by Joun R. MCLEAN,” and that “each 
subscription of $5,000 shall entitle the sub- 
scriber thereof to a one-twentieth interest” 
in a contract ‘‘ for the purpose of manufact- 
uring and introducing the Hall & Wood 
ballot box, to be used by the United States 
Government wherever it has the authority 
to use ballot boxes.” It is also provided 
that the company manufacturing the boxes 
shall receive a royalty of one dollar for each 
box; that the price of a box shall not ex- 
ceed $25, and that JoHn R. McL&AN shall 
receive 10 per cent. of the net profits ‘for 
such services as he may render as agent or 
attorney.” 

The Commercial: Gazette also published a 
subscription paper purporting to show that 
Mr. CAMPBELL, the Democratic candidate 
for Governor, subscribed $15,000 for three- 
twentieths of the profits, and pointed out 
that on July 23, 1888, he introduced in the 
House of Representatives a bill directing 
the Attorney General to contract for ballot 
boxes of the kind described, to be used in 
Federal! elections and to be procured at a 
cost not exceeding $25 each. With regard 
to this matter JoHN R. McLEAN has made 
the following statement: ‘I never had, di- 
rectly or indirectly, any connection with 
the company or with any other of a like 
character; know nothing of its owners or 
promoters. The use of my name is a rank 
forgery.”

The writer of this letter, Grorcr R. 
Topp, is a member of the Cincinnati Board 
of Public.Affairs and Chairman of the Re- 
publican County Executive Committee. 
The board is a body of five men, 
appointed by the Governor, that has 
an equal voice with the City Council in 
municipal legislation and has exclusive 


‘control of the city’s public works, employ- 


ing alarge number of men and spending 
large sums of money. All of its members 
are Republicans. The man to whom the 
letter was addressed and by whom it was 
received is an old contractor who sold 
to Topp as amembeér of the board about 
500 loads of gravel for the use of the city. 
Torr has for years been a prominent Re- 
publican politician and one of FoRAKER’s 
faverites. Four times he has been elected 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, 

It is admitted that the letter was written 
by Topp, but it is asserted by his friends 
that he was insane or temporarily deranged 
when he wrote it. Itis also admitted that 
Topp was elected Chairman of the Repub- 
lican County Executive Committee two 
weeks ago while his political friends had 
knowledge of his recent insanity, and it is 
explained that this important office was 
given to him ‘out of sympathy and re- 
spect.? On the morning after the reading 
of the letter Mr. HALSTEAD said in the Com- 
mercial Gazette: 


“The Topp letter, which Mr. CAMPBELL had 
the wickedness to read, compels the removal of 
restraint upon stating the truth, well known to 
Many and easily and conclusively susceptible 
of legal proof, that Mr. Topr was afflicted, at 
the date of the letter, with insanity. Heis a 
man of the highest integrity, and his letter, that 
has been paraded with full knowledge of the 
nature of the outrage, was one-of many show- 
ing that his mind was disordered. When. re- 
stored and returned to duty he refused to recog- 
nize the proposal in the letter, and because he 
did so the publicationis made. It is a dastard- 
ly shame, and the cowardly act will not serve 
Mr. CAMPBELL and his crowd. 

“The fact of Mr. Topp’s aberration of mind 
was well known to ail his friends, and they be- 
lieved him entitled to the tender treatment due 
under one of the most grave and grievous of 
the misfortunes of men. It was hoped he 
might still be equal to-his official duties, and he 
was eleeted Chairman of the Republican County 


Executive Committee out of sympathy and re-, 


spect. 

“ Certainly the letter itself, the authenticity 
of which, we believe, is not disputed, is an out- 
right proposition of an improper character. 
In his right mind it was impossible for him to 
pen such a paper, and his repudiation of it the 
moment it came before him as a matter of busi- 
ness is testimony of his inherent integrity. 
The mattershould be formally and immediately 
investigated.” 


Topp himself asserts that he has ne recol- 
lection of having written the letter, al- 
though he does ‘“‘ not deny its authentici- 
ty.” Thetestimony of a physician and of 
several friends of Torr is offered as show- 
ing that his mind was deranged at the time 
in question, and that he was seeking rest 
in Michigan. The accused man has asked 
for an investigation, and a committee of 
inquiry has been appointed by Gov. 
FORAKER. 

The Democratic papers are unwilling to 
admit that TOPP was insane. They cannot 
understand why a man just recevering 
from insanity or derangement should bave 
been placed at the head of the party’s Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and thus made the 
agent for the control and distribution of 
the patronage of the Board of Public Affairs 
in an exciting campaign. “The Repub- 
licans,” says one of these papers, ‘‘ have a 
hard fight on hand, and they are not scour- 
ing the asylums for campaign managers.”

THE KENDALS. 
The word amiable used to be a great favorite 
with lish writers, especially writers of orit- 
icism. r a long period, say, (as the subject 
under notice is theatrical,) from the epoch 
of Garrick to that of Macready, the ad- 
jective did yeoman’s service. The aoct- 
ing -of Miss O’Neill as  Belvidera, the 
literary style of Miss Frances Burney, 
the denortment of Count a’Orsay, were alike 
amiable. Amigble is a good word, which has 
been used fn too restricted a sense lately; and 
it is just the word to employ in describing the 
acting, the manners, the smile, the presence 
of Mrs. Kendal. 

Mrs. Kendal, who for many years has been 
the most highly esteemed actress in the Unitea 
Kingdom, made ber first appearance in this 
country last evening at the Fifth-Avenue The- 
atre in the company of Mr. Kendal. If there 
were time to spare it might be worth 
while to dwell upon the demonstration of 
cordiality, upon the brilliant appearance’ of 
the audience, which overcrowded the house, 
and the gifts of fowers to Mrs. Kendal which 
lent the refulgent beauty of a florist’s shop 
to the conservatory scene im the last act 
of “A Scrap of Paper.” But. all artists 
of renown from abroad are so received 
in this country. The American playgoer is 
polite to a fault, and some professional visitors 
have learned by sad experience that an exces- 
sively cordial reception is often the prologue to 
an unprofitable tour. That this will be the case 
with Mr. and Mrs. Kendal we do not believe. We 
infer that in this instance the profound respect 


and sincere admiration in which the British 
public holds these dramatic artists will serve 
to make their performances here fashionable 
entertainments, and that the more our theatre- 
goers see of Mrs. Kendal the more they will 
like her. Her amiable personality is likely to 
prove irresistible, 

All the same, the representation of the Lon- 
don version of Sardou’s “Les Pattes de 
Moucne,” which was followed throughout with 
eager interest, and to which Mr. Kendal, hold- 
ing his spouse by the hand, was compelled to 
add an impromptu epiloguein the form of ashort 
speech of thanks, was not altogether apres se 
from an artistic point. of view. Few hab tom 
theatregoers in the house could help remember- 
ing,jwith suppressed sighs, the exquisite grace 
and delicious humor, the rarefied atmosphere of 
fancy, suggesting a locale exalted above the 
work-a-day world, which used to distinguish 
the performances of this comedy on Lester 
Wullack’s stage. 

The Kendals have had tlie comedy as thor- 
oughly Englished as possible, and their per- 
formance of it is aggressively British. The storv 


is still French; the implied situation, the rela- | 


tions of the characters, the characters 
themselves, are all essentially Parisian. 
ft is not true, of course, that the play 
at Wallack’s presented a noticeably accurate 
picture of French life. But ita performance 
was imbued, as all Lester Wallack’s work was, 
with the spirit of romantic comedy, which now 
belongs, unhappily, to a pastage. The Kendals 
are natural, matter of fact; they make every 
action as real as possible, and, in doing so, 16 
seems to us, they emphasize the fact that 
the subject they are illustrating is not real at 
all. Why, for instance, should a stolid English 
knight, just after dinner, threaten to kill a 
gentleman simply because the gentleman does 
not seem disposed to marry an independent, ec- 
centric lady, past the first flush of youth, who 
is distantly related to the knight’s wife? 

The acting of M. Coquelin in “‘ Le Juif Polo- 
nals” was objected to fiercely by some eloquent 
critics because it was too matter of fact. His 
——- re was declared to be a common- 
place cl Mr. Irving, it was asserted, ideal- 
ized the subject. So he does, and so did Lester 
Wallack idealize the trifling subject of “A 
Scrap of Paper.” As we believe that M. Coque- 
lin’s Mathis deserved serious critical considera- 
tion from his own point of view, so we believe 
that the excellent, painstaking acting of 
Mrs. Kendal and Mr. Kendal deserves ear- 
nest, thougntful review—more careful considera- 
tion, perhaps, than cau be given to it within an 
hour or so after the curtain has fallen. But it 
will be found that the same prejudieed observ- 
ers who condemned Coquelin’s Mathis because 
it was matter of factand unpoetic will praise 
the aeting of Mr. and Mrs. Kendal for exactly 
the same reason. 

Mrs. Kendal is a splendid specimen of British 
womanhood. She does not look her years, her 
figure is handsome, and her motions are grace- 
ful. Her voice is asrich, full, and well modu- 
lated as a cultivated English woman’s can be. 
In the matter of facial expression her act- 
ing is not remarkable for variety. What is 
vulgarly Known as a society smile generally 
illuminates her pleasant countenance. Her 
acting in this delicate comedy indicates her 
command of large resources. In domestic 
drama, with scenes of strong pathos, she is 
probably supreme. The most striking feature 
of her acting as Suzanne (or Susan Hartley 
—to the unsusceptible observer, at leas 
—is the careful deliberateness with which she 
leads up to every point and the thoroughness 
with which she ee from every situation 
every possible bit of effect. She seems to suggest 
nothing, but todo everything. It.is quite evi- 
dent that she has schooled herself during her long 
career to leave nothing to the imagination of 
the spectator. Her acting in the scene of Sir 
Jobn Ingram’s sudden entrance into the apart- 
ment of Colonel Blake, and Susan’s hysterical 
explanation of her presence there, was acting as 
finely considered and perfect in effect as 
any to be seen on the Kets mig” 4 stage; 
and we doubt if Bernhardt or odjeska 
could excel Mrs. Kendal in such @ passage, 
They might put more feeling into the scene if 
they cared to,but there is no more feeling in the 
scene a8 it is written than Mrs. Kendal ex- 
pressed. 

Mr. Kendal’s performance of Colonel Blake 
seems to be quite as good in its way as Mrs. 
Kendal’s Susan. It is deliberate, careful, 
govd-humored, and unquestiopably effective. 
Itiacks the charm that Lester Wallack used 
to put into the réle of Prosper Couramont as 
it lacks also the delicious humor and elegant 
extravagance ‘of Wallack’s acting. Colonel 
Blake is an every-day sort of fellow. His white 
flannels and umbrella would not attract atten- 
tion on Broadway. His laugh is loud and long- 
continued. Hoe is a hearty, handsome Londoner 
of the present day. 

While there is not mucn in the way of delicate 
fancy or fervor or rare personal charm, there- 
fore, in the matter-of-fact performance by these 
estimable players of an essentially extravagant 
comedy, there is wholesome artistic merit in 
their work, which se he very generally ad- 
mired. It is Pome ble that the deliberate 
manner of Mrs. Kendal may cause unsophistti- 
cated playgoers, who cannot appreciate the 
fine finish and careful study of her work, to ac- 
euse her of overacting in this comedy, But 
there are plenty of intelligent people in Amer- 
ica who will accord to her the credit she de- 
serves. 

The supporting company includes Mr. Wen- 
man, & good actor, who was here with Mr. Irv- 
ing; Mr. J. E. Dodson, a skiliful actor of broadly 
comic parts; Miss Violet Vanbrugh, and others 
of whose work it is scarcely needful to speak at 
length just now 


THE ARION SONG FESTIVAL. 

That Mr. Frank Van der Stiioken is a man of 
energy a8 well as of ambition is amply shown 
by the frequency with which his name 1s asso- 
ciated with enterprises of importance in the 
world of music. But lately he was producing 
American music in the heart of Paris, and last 
night he gave in the Metropolitan Opera House 
the first of two concerts of unusual magnitude. 
These two entertainments are given under the 
auspices of the Arion Society, of which Mr. Van 


der Stiicken is conductor, and are called a male 
chorus festival. 

To form @ male chorus of extraordinary size 
the Arion has secured the co-operation of its 
namesake of Newark, the Germania, Lieder- 
kranz, and Harmony societies of Baltimore, the 
Young Maennerchor of Philadelphia, the Or- 
pheus of Buffalo, and the Zoellner Maennerchor 
of Brooklyn. In addition to these choral forces 
there are a large and capable orchestra and 
the following soloists: Miss Emma Juch and 
Constanza Donita, sopranos; Jacob Graff, 
Charles Kaiser, and Oscar Saenger, tenors; 
Max Treumann, baritone; Emil Fischer ana 
Franz Remmertz, basses; Rafael Joseffy and 
Julia Rive-King, pianists, and Miss Maud Pow- 
ell, violinist. This is an assembly of musical 
ability that fairly entities the series of two con- 
certs to the name of festival. The first enter- 
tainmwent, last evening, Was attended by a large 
ana delighted audience, and was worthy of no 
smali amount of praise. 

‘rhe most important choral work of the evex- 
ing was six scenes from Max Bruch’s “Frithjof 
Saga.”” Herr Bruch is well known to music 
lovers here as a composer of solid ability and 
artistic purpose, and in the work presented last 
evening is to be found some of his best writing. 
The scene of Frithjof’s revenge and the burn- 
ing of the temple is an excellent example of the 
composer’s force in dramatic expression, 
and the lament of Ingeborg is a lovely 
piece of poetic cantabile. The final cho- 
rus of the sixth scene, ‘Wenn es stiirmet 
mit Macht,” is admirable in its 
virility. The soloists in this work were Herr 
Fischer and Miss Juch, and both of them fally 
deserved the warm cupiense which they re- 
ceived. Herr Fischer’s fine voice was in excel- 
lent condition, and it goes without saying that 
he sang like an artist. Miss Juch deserves 
especial praise for her lovely delivery of the 
lament. {n voice production, quality of tone, 
phrasing, and feeling it left very little to be de- 
sired.

MR. DIXEY. 

The possibilities of “The Seven Ages,” which 
was produced at the Standard Theatre last 
night, are more alluring than its achievements. 
This entertainment, for itis too nondescript to 
be classed even as burlesque, was unsatisfac< 
tory mainly through lack of rehearsal. It was 

mistake of the management te ring up 
the curtain with so little preparation. And yes 
the performance as a whole was better than 
that given on the first night of “ Adonis” 
at the Bijou Theatre, when that burlesque 
started on its phenomenally long metropoli 
career. If we may reason by analogy, there- 
rg With some consideration of the resources 
of Messrs. Rice and Dixey, the success of ** The 
Seven Ages” comes easily within the range of 
probability.

A great 
deal of careful and intelligent work, poth in 
the matter of addition and elimination, will have 
to be done, and above all, a higher degree of 
facility in representation must be reached. A 
piece with nine separate scenes, each of which 
requires @ complete change or a readjustment 
of the stage setting, ana with —. uick 
changes of eostumes for chorus as eh as 
rincipals, can not be successful until it is 
reed from the aggravating hitches that dis- 
tressed the audience lastnight. 

The scheme of * The Seven Ages” is suggest- 
ed by the bag ton nn lines which Shakespeare 
puts into the mouth of Jaques. With this asa 
groundwork, Mr. William Gill, the author of the 
play at the Standard Theatre, has endeavored 

write a burlesque. He starts out with a pro- 
logue, in which 16 is shown that Bertie Van Lee, 
a@ youthful graduate of Columbia College, faila 
asleep just before starting to a cireus with a 
number of girls By means of the old ex- 

dient of a dream Bertie is carried back to 
740, and is made to appear in the next scenes 
as an infant wheeled on the stage in a baby 
carriage. By a mechanical device only Dixey’s 
face is seen. But this is furnished with dummy 
hands snd feet, and the comedian’s mimetic 
powers are shown to advantage. ltis enly for 
@ few moments, and a quick change re- 
veals him as a schoolboy, dancing, fight- 
ing, and growing sick over a cigarette. 
Another change of scene exhibits as a lover a 
gallant of 1765. Then the audience is given a 
breathing spell, and Bertie is a Continental sol- 
dier, from which§ he develops by another ad- 
justment of scenery into the Justice, with eyes 
severe. Finally he is the grandfather, the lean 
and slippered pantaloon, and then young Mr. 
Van Loo awakes, rubs his eyes, and takes the 
girls to the circus. 
All this is extremely sketchy, and so diapha- 





‘nous that the services of a young woman are en- 


histed to explain before each scene what is 
about to take place. The whole is in the direct 
line of burlesque, both as regards the text and 
the acting, except the last age. There Mr. 
Dixey rose above the level of caricature and 
gave an admirable character sketch of a jolly, 
genial old grandfather.

LAWRENCE BARRETT AS GANELON. 
Cuicaco, Oct. 7.—With an almost-forgotten 
episcie in Corsican history as a subject, Mr.

has written for Mr. Lawrence Barrett a digni- 
fied tragedy in blank verse,sombre in its tone, but 
replete with stirring action. Mr. Young calls his 
yey “Ganelon,” that being the name of the 
ero. It was given @ first representation at the 
Chicago Opera House this evening before an 
audience that filled the theatre and watched 
the developments of the story with flattering 
interest. Seldom was the performance interrupt- 
ed by applause, but whem Mr. Barrett entered 
he was warmly welcomed, and after each of the 
fouracts he wasjcalled before the curgain again 
and again. ter the curtain had fallen for the 
eee time upon the close of the 3 
arrett appeared wiih the author of the play, 
and the two stood beeene their acknowledg- 
ments of the remarkable demonstration whic 
ther joint efforts had evoked. 
painie 6 production of ‘*Ganelon” Mr. Barrett 
as been ably seconded by Mr. Ri Barker, 
who in two weeks has accomplished wonders in 
staging the play; Messrs. Goatcher and Young, 
who have painted for it some of the most 
artistic scehery ever put on the stage, 
and Mr. Edward Hamilton Bell, who from 
the rather unpicturesque dress of the 
period has drawn a series of costumes 
that, while not brilliant, are artistic in color 
and form. The performance to-night went very 
smoothly when the magnitude of the produc- 
tion is taken into consideration. The first act 
has a great deal of explanatory dialogue, which 
will stand cutting, as it drags, but the subse- 
quent acts move briskly and present a series of 
situations some of which are of great strength. 
The climax of the third act is a notable one in- 
deed, and created immense enthusiasm. 

Mr, Barrett surrounded himself with an 
excellent company, and has put upon the stage 
p play which promises to be as successful as it 

8 artistic. 

Ganelon was.a son of the celebrated, yet in- 
famous, Frankish General of that name, who 
betrayed the pejedins of Charlemagne at 
Roneesvalles. While Ganelon was still under 
the ignominy of his father’s crime he became a 
voluntary exile, going over into Corsica with 
the express hope of wiping out the family 
shame by deeds of persone daring. Arriving 
in Aleria he found installed ag sovereign 
Prince, Ugo Colonna, pamarenes Ps Amanda 

avelli, both outcasts from the man Coart. 

hese adventurers were closely united, the son 
of Savelli, Pinascho, being the promised hus- 
band of Bianca, a daughter of Colonna. 
Aleria was in a state of siege, and Pinasvho had 
been dispatched for reinforcements, when 
Ganelon offered his services to raise the siege, 
the Saracens being the common enemy, asking 
only as @ reward oi Victory the hand of Bianca. 

Colonna gives his promise and the sortie is 
successful, Ganelon returning with Pinassho, 
whom he had reseved from the Saracens. The 
promise not being fulfilled, the victor in despair 
leaps from a par pet, intent on suicide, instead 
of which he falis into the enemy’s hands. 
Maleec, an arch conspirator, tempts him to re- 
enter the city where he had suffered so much 
wrong, as the leader of the conspirators. He is 
driven to accept the proposal. Victory results, 
Aleria being. captured. Ganelon, in the midst 
of the attack, meets Bianca, who throws herself 
jnto his arms, praying that be save the life of 
her father. At this juncture the Saracen victors 
enter and see Ganelon. ‘See, Ihave promised 
you love, power, and domain,” says the chief, 
and he places a crown upon his head. 

Bianca now divines ail, and spurns her lover. 
Colonna enters in the hands of Malec. Ganelon 
is asked to strike him to death, but instead 
kills Malec and saves the Prince. Ganelon 
siezes then again the standard of the Coraicans, 
and is reconciled to Bianca, not before he has, 
however, received a fatal spear thrust. 

The curtain rises on a marble corridor in the 
Colonna palace and the scene changes during the 
act to the audience chamber of thé palace. Tne 
second actis laid on the walls of the city of 
Aleria overlooking a plain, and is a triumph of 
Mr. Goatcher’s art. In thisact Ganelon retarns 
victorious and makes a triumphaaft entry into 
the city. There is a processiou in which nearly 
two hundred people are employed, with splendid 
spectacular effects. The scene of the third act 
is a grim battletield after a battle, and of the 
fourth and last the corridor upon which the 
curtain rises. The cast includes, besides Bar- 
rett as Ganelon, John Lane as Colonna, J. J, 
Wallace as Savelli, Lawrence Hanley as P? 
nascho, and Minna Gale a8 Bianca.

MAJOR BURKE’S DELAY. 

Lonpon,{Oct.7.—Mr. E. A. Burke, ex-Treasurer 
of Louisiana, who sailed from Liverpool for 
New-York on the steamer Teutonic, but disem- 
barked on the arrival of the steamer at Queens- 
town and returned to London, says that when 
he arrived at Queenstown he found awaiting 
him there a number of telegrams from Mr. 
Matthew Robins, bis London agent, insisting 
that he return to attend negotiations relating 
to his Central American and other properties 


which Mr. Robins said. were imperiled threugh 
the haste 1n which he had taken his departure. 
Mr. Burke says that he also received cable dis- 
patches from his principal in New-York, who 
likewise “2 him to remain and complete his 
business in England or to putit in a safe way 
for completion. 

Mr, Burke sent his family{n the Teutonic, 
and says that he will expedite the business con- 
nected with his American trusts and transfer 
his powers of attorney, &c. Both Mr. Robins 
and himself, Mr. Burke declared, are confident 
that they will complete all their arrangements 
and put everything in order so that Mr. Burke 
can sail within a week. Mr. Burke says he has 
not had asingle communication from the State 
officials of Louisiana. Referring to the alleged 
confession of the reporter Stansbury, to the 
effect that he had pledged illegal bonds for him, 
Mr. Burke asks if any one can credit his em- 
ploying w lad, a junior employe on his paper, as 
a trusted confidant to raise cash on invalid 
coupons. He never employed Stansbury in any 
ceoutidential business. 

Mr. Burke “ he trusts he will succeed, after 
his return to the United States, in discovering 
how the illegal bonds got about. He declines 
meanwhile to make the slightest suggestion 
directing suspicion toward any one. He declares 
that the Attorney General of Louisiana and the 
others directing the present inquiry are ani- 
mated by political animosity, and he eagerly 
awaits the moment when he will confront them 
in New-Orleans. Time after time during the 
course of the interview Mr. Burke recurred in 
excited and energetic terms to his anxiety to 
face his assailants at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. He is fretting under the disadvantage 
entailed by his enforced absence from America. 

NEW-ORLBANS, Oct. 7.—The Grand Jury this 
morning presented a special report detailing 
the finding of 665 constitutional bonds, the face 


value of which amounts to $383,400. This re- 
duces the amount of missing constitutional 
onds to $70,000. These are said to be pledged 
n banks. The Grand Jury is silentas to the man- 
ner of finding the bonds. It is said that Satur- 
ay search warrants were issued, with which 
he Sheriff visited Major Burke’s house and the 
branch depository of the State National Bank, 
where Major Burke’s bank box was known to 
be. The discovery has made the bond market 
firmer, as there bad been great doubt as to 
whether all the missing bonds were on the mar- 
ket. The State officers had previously reported 
that about $350,000 of consolidated bonds, de- 
clared null ten years ago, were on the market, 
88 coupons off them had been collected. The 
investigation of “‘ baby bonds,” or Louisiana 
hrees, is not nips gh es but it is expected that a 
fare overissue of these bonds will be discov- 
ed.

CHARLES EDWARD ANDERSON. 

Charles Edward Anderson, who died Sunday, 
at bis late residence, 334 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fourth-street, otf heart failure, was 
acivil engineer of prominence and was en- 
gaged at different times in works of large im- 
portance and extent. Mr. Anderson was born 
in this city Sept. 5, 1807, and was the son of 
Elbert Anderson, a wealthy merchant, who 
built the block of houses south of Bowling 
Green, the midale one of which was his res!- 
dence for many years, Charles Anderson went 
to Columbia College and graduated with high 
honors in 1826. After graduating he began 
8Pecial courses of study in. civil engineering 
and then went abroad to Germany and Austria. 

In Aus Mr. Anderson won considerable 
distinction, and had the confidence of the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, at whose request he su- 
perintended the first steamboat built and sailed 
on the Danube. He staid abroad seven years. 
In 1886 he was appointed Secretary of the 
United States Legation in Paris, under Gen. 
Lewis Cass, who was then Minister, Two years 
later hecame back to America and married 
Miss Sara Phelps, the eldest daughter of Thad- 
deus Phelps. The next year he returned to 
Paris, and acted as Chargé d@’ Affaires in the ab- 
sence of Gen, Cuss. In 1840 he returned to 
America. Mr. Anderson waa one of the ten in- 
corporators of the Mutual Life Assurance ASsso- 
ciation. He was learned in Greek and Latin, 

_ and assistea William Cullen Bryant in translat- 
ing the “Odyssey.” Another of his literary 
labors was the editing of the Lvening Post when 
Mr. Bryant was abroad. 

The dead man leaves two daughters and three 
sons. One of the daughters is Mrs, T. Amory 
De Blois of Boston, His sons are Henry J. An- 
derson, Herbert Anderson; and Walden Pell An- 
dersov. The funeral will take place to-day at 
the University-Place Church. ‘ 


OTE RE 
THE O’DONOGHUE OF THE GLENS. 

Adispatch from London says that Daniel 
O'Donoghue of the Glens, county of Kerry, Ire- 
land, is dead. He was known as “ The O’Don- 
oghue,” and was the nephew of Daniel O’Con- 
nell. He was about sixty-five years old, and at 
ore time was the most popular man in Ireland. 
He was of tine physique, an eloquent speaker, 
and up to a recent period an ardent Irish Na- 
tionalist. He represented Tipperary County in 


Parliament from 1857 to 1865, and the bor- 
ough of Tralee from 1865 to 1885, when the 
borough was merged in the county of Kerry, 
and he was forced to retire from public life, as 
he was opposed to Mr. Parnell’s polioy. 

He inherited a large fortane from his father, 
but spentit in fast living. The life interest in his 
Kerry and Cork estates was sold about twenty- 
five years ago for about ten years’ purchase. 
A national subscription was started to pay off 
the incumbrances on the estate, but it did not 
realize much. He married the daughter of Sir 
John Ennis, a wealthy Dublin trader, and for 
mauy years had been living on his wife’s fort- 
une. His son, whois about twenty-five years 
old, will inherit the estates free of debt, which 
are worth about $15,000 a year.

Isaac Duryee, who died Sunday at his home, 
13 East Forty-sixth-street, of heart disease 
after an illness of several months, was an old 
resident of this city. He was born in 1818 in a 
house in Gold-street which is still standing and 
is used now for business purposes.

IT AFFECTS MEDICAL STUDENTS AND 
SHOULD BE AMENDED. 


The Council of the University of the City of 
New-York last evening held 1ts opening meet- 
ing for the year in the rooms of the council at 
the university building,Washington-square. Dr. 
Charles Butler presided,and among those present 
were William Allen Butler, the Rey. Dr. How- 
ard Crosby, Vice Chancellor MacCracken, the 
Rev. Dr. William M. Taylor, Judgé ©. H. Van 
Brunt, J. W. O. Leveridge, William A. Wheelock, 
the Rev. Charles F. Deems, W. 8. Opdyke, E. B. 
Monroe, the Rev. Dr. 8. M. Hamilton. 

Smith E. Lane, William Allen Butler, Judge 
Van Brunt, and the Rev. Dr. 8. M. Hamilton 
were appointed a committee to present the 
*names of officers for the corporation at 
the next meeting of the council, Nov. 4 
Dean Pardee of the Medical Faculty re- 
ported the largest entering class ever admitted, 
numbering considerably over two hundred, and 
William A. Wheelock, the Treasurer, reported 
that the resources of the university had been 
ephanced by an increase in the values of invest- 
ments and by gifts during the ere year amount- 
ing to between $40,00U and $50,000. Edgar 
D. Shimer was appointed Acting Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Pedagoxy. 

The feature of the evening’s meeting was a 
discussion by the Council of the law passed last 
June by the Legislature providing for the pre- 
liminary education of medical students, ne 
Council were .unanimously of the opinion that 
the law, though being right in spirit, was a 
blundering one for actual working, asit made 
a decided hardship to be encountered by many 
students coming to the university from foreign 
countries and from other States. 

Vice Chancellor MacCracken said that a young 
man had come to the university from-Venezula 
to study medicine here a year ago. In his case 
the hardship imposed by the law was manifestly 
apparent, making it four years before he could 
take his degree. 

The Council finally unanimously paqueated the 
Law Committee, consisting of Willlam Allen 
Butler, Judge Van Brunt, and John E. Parsons, 
to consider the question and to formulate sugz- 
gestions of such amendments as were necessary 
to obviate the difficulty and to report at the 
next meeting.

BALTIMORE'S HARBOR. 


4 Sseeteteeiinnen citmmeenmenetel 
4NNUAL MEETING OF THE BOARD OF, 
TRADE YESTERDAY. 


Bavrtrmmore, Oct. 7.—The annual meeting of 
she Board of Trade of Baltimore was held this 
afternoon, President Frank Frick’s report says 
that the channel to the port of Baltimore is per- 
tected as far as the present stage of expendi- 
ture and development can be carried, the whole 
appropriation having been judiciously expend- 
ed. Four hundred feet in width throughout, 
with a uniform depth of 27 feet at low mean 
tide, except the Port McHenry channel, which 
is 250 feet, with an anchorage basin of 500 feet 
tn width, the channel is open to the largest 
transoceanic steamers. The preementp Great 
Eastern, when she came to Chesapeake Bay, 
was compelied to anchor off Aunapolis. Now 
she could come to Baltimore. 

The cost of keeping this great waterway clear, 
sstimated at from $30,000 to $50,000 per an- 
uum, is inconsiderable in view of the grand 
res epee it has achieved. Greater width and 

epth are needed, and efforts with Congress to 
secure atill further appropriations should never 
falter. Capt. Tuttle in his annual report has 
asked for $700,000 for the Patapsco River, with 
a View to widening the channel to 600 feet. 
With such dimensions the harbor approaches of 
Baltimore would be second to none in the coun- 
try. There should be legislative action confin- 

_ Ing the use of the channel to vessels of heavy 
draught and securing to them the right of way 
over smaller craft. Vessels of under 10 feet 
draught should enter and traverse the channel 
at their own peril. This would remove the most 
fruitful source of accident.

Taussig ana Charles T. Taylor, both young and 
enterprising men. They started in business 
here in 1882, Their Western correspondents 
are Taussig & Brothers of St. Louis, and the 
mempers of that firm are related to Richard A. 

The members of the firm declined to 
make a statement for publication. It was 
learned that the firm h @ capital of about 
$60,000 when the business was started in 1882, 
and that its liabilities were now about $50,000, 

The assets are much below the original 
amount. The credit of the house has been fair- 
ly good, and Mr, Taylor remarked to a friend 
to-day that he could have bought $100,000 
worth of goods recently had he been so dis- 
posed. He added that they could not pay 100 
cents on the dollar, but they would pay all they 
could.’ There are only a few creditors. The 
notes given by the house have not gone to pro- 
test, and itis thought that the liquidation will 
go through quietly.

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JUDGE DYKMAN AGAIN. 
a ee 
DEMOCRATS RENOMINATE AND REPUB- 
LICANS INDORSE HIM. 
Democratic..and Republican Conventions for 
the nomination of a Judge of the Supreme 
Court from tne!Second District, to succeed 
Jackson O. Dykman, were held yesterday in 
the County Court House, Brooklyn, and at the 


former Judge Dykman was renominated, and 


at the latter he was indorsed. 
The Republican Convention met at 2 o’closk, 


and selected ex-Judge Olose of Westchester 


County Chairman, and D, W. Northup and J. 8. 
Millard Secretaries. There were delegates 
present from Kings, Queens, Suffolk, Richmond, 
Rockland, Dutchess, Putnam, Orange, and 
Westchester Counties, these comprising the 
Second Judicial District. £. T. Lovatt of West- 
chester named Judge Dykman, and District 


Attorney Miller of Putnam_seconded the nom- 
ination, so did J. N. Bovee, Jr., of Kings. 

A. P. Hinman of Kings named Judge Thomas 
Young of Suffolk. He objected to indorsing a 
Democrat, and said that Democrats always 
refused to indorse Republicans. District At- 
torney Smith of Suffolk asked how long Judge 
Dykman could serve on account of his age, and 
when told about seven years, he seconded Judge 
Young’s nomination. Some very lively speeches 
were made on each side before the roll was 
called. Judge Watson of Kings County lost 
his temper, and provoked outeries by his brutal 
abuse of Secretary Northup, who had made a 
clerical error in the roll cali, When the mis- 
take had been corrected Watson roared out: 
** You have not sense enough to read anything 
straight, and this is the first time I ever saw 
zon decide a thing without having some one 

ehind your back to pull a string.” For this 
he oame very near being expelled from the con- 
vention. 

The vote was 105 for Dykman and 26 for 
Young, but before it could be announced Dis- 
trict Attorney Smith of Suffolk moved to make 
the nomination unanimous, and this was done. 
The delegates then went over to the Clarendon 
Hotel te meet Judge Dykman. 

The Democratic Convention was held earlier 
in the day in the same place, and Anthony Bar- 
rett was elected Chairman and John Burns of 
Westchester Secretary. Martin J. Kehoe of 
Westchester nominated Judge Dykman and sev- 
eral delegates seconded the nomination, which 
‘was made by acclamation. The delegates then 
weut over to the Clarendon. 

The candidate is about sixty-one years old 
and was born in Putnam County. He studied 
law with William Nelson in Peekskill and at- 
tained a good reputation soon after his admis- 
sion to the bar. In 1861 he was elected District 
Attorney of Putnam County, serving one term. 
He moved to White Plains in 1866, and two 
sera later was elected District Attorney of 

estchester County. In 1875 be was elected 
Judge of the Supreme Court from the Second 
District, for which otfice he was yesterday re- 
nominated. He had the Republican indorse- 
ment fourteen years ago as hehasnow. The 
term is for fourteen years at a salary of $6,000 
@ year.

ONE GIRL TOOK CARBOLIC ACID AND

After all 
this Mr. Langbein was paid the $29 50 and 
yesterday went to the City Court to give notice 
to Judge McGown that the case was discon- 
tinued. He was rather surprised to find Wort- 
mann haranguing the Court about his conduct 
of the case. 


MUST REPORT TO THE COLLECTOR. 

The special inspectors formerly under Col. 
Ayer, chief of the special Treasury agents of 
this port, have been transferred to the super- 
vision of the Collector by order of Secretary 
Windom.

There will 
always be on duty at the Barge Office one special 
Oilicer designated by the Collector.” 








FISHERMEN TO OLUB TOGETHER.

A TIRED CRANE OOMES ABOARD. 
The steamer Ludgate Hill, which arrived yes- 
terday from Havre, brought a very distin- 
guished-looking passenger, who had obstinately 
refrained from imparting his name to the offi- 
cers of the ship. He was about three feet high, 
and had werylong legs. His frontal develop- 
ment was suchas to indicate, also, that his 
ancestors had, for long periods, been accus- 
tomed te poking their noses into other people’s 
affairs. He was, in fact, an awkward specimen 
of the crane family, and had come aboard the 


ship while she was yet two or three days’ sail 
from New-York. On Thursday last the crew 
noticed two strange-looking birds hovering over 
the steamer. They appeared to be weak and 
tired of alife on the ocean wave. Atlast one 
ofthem alightedon the bridge, alongside the 
officer in charge, and was easily captured, offer- 
ing no resistance. He was very hungry, and 
ate with the greatest avidity. Yesterday one of 
the sailors took the rors tng a bird ashore 
with him, and will probably keep it as a pet, 





NEW JURY LAW IN OPERATION. 

The new jury law governing attendance and 
the imposition and remission of tines went into 
effect yesterday. The most important feature 
of th e newlaw is the provision which restricts 
the power of remitting a fine to the Judge who 
imposed it, and its wholesome effect was notice- 
able in the large attendance of jurors at all of 
the courts yesterday morning. For the first 
time in the memory of the oldest court attend- 
ants the dread of being fined brought by far 
the greater number of persons: summoned as 
jurors into court at the opening hour. 

Some extra work was entailed on the Judges 
in listening to applications for excuses, and 
some time was thus lost to the court, The 
Judges were strict in the enforcement of the 
law. Few excuses were accepted aside from 
sickness, and the absentees were fined $25 each. 
In the three parts of the Court of General Ses- 
gions alone fines were imposed on sixty persons 
who failed to answer the summons of the court. 





RAHWAY’S SAVINGS BANK. 

The Rahway Savings Bank held -$190,000 of 
Rahway water bonds when the city became 
bankrupt. The failure of the city brought 
ruin to the bank, and its affairs have been 
winding up under the superyision of the 
Chancellor. The city authorities made a 
proposition to replace the dishonored bonds 
with new 4 per cent. bonds for the prin- 
cipal and 35 per cent. of the unpaid inter- 
est in cash. The Chancellor was willing to 


make the compromise provided the o)d bonds, 
which were a lien on the city’s water works, were 
left as security for the new. The city would not 
agree to that. Yesterday the City Attorney 
notified the court that he had found capitalists 
to take the new bonds at 80 cents on the dollar, 
and if the Chancellor would authorize the re- 
issue the city would pay the 80 per cent. and 
35 per cent. incash. The Chancellor told the 
Attorney that he would think about that when 
the capitalists are preduced. 
eee 


“WHO IS JUDGE DALY?” 

Mr. Michael Corbett is an irascible gentleman 
residing at the Western Boulevard snd Nine- 
tieth-street. On Oct. 2, Abner W. Starn, a law- 
yer’s clerk, calledon him to serve an order 
granted by Judge Daly, requiring him to ap- 
pear in proceedings under an execution. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Starn, Mr. Corbett, when the or- 
der was handed to him inquired: ‘Who is 
Judge Daly?’ and having received the desired 


information exolaimed, ‘ Will you tell Judge 
Daly to go to —-, and go with him yourself.” 
Then he kicked Mr. Starn down the front door- 
steps, and not satisfied with that, pursued him 
down the street with clubs and brickbats, Mr. 
Starn naturally felt agarieved, and now socks 
satisfaction in a suit for $5,000 damages.

MISSION WORK DISCUSSED 
IN THE BPISOUPAL GENERAL 
GAs CONFERENCE. 
STATEMENTS OF THE WORK AMONG 
NEGROES AND INDIANS—GROWTH 


OF THE CHURCH IN THE WEST.

After their Sunday’s rest the olerical and lay 
deputios assembled in 8t. George’s Church yes- 
terday for the fifth day’s session of the General 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
Morning prayer was said ia presence of a handful 
of worshippers by the Rev. R. W. Blow of the 
diocese of Fond du Lac at 9 o'clock, and an hour 
and fifteen minutes thereafter the President, 
the Rev. Morgan Dix, D. D., called the House 
of Delegates to order. 

After the minutes had been read the subject 
of the Nicene Creed, supposed to have been laid 
at rest by the decisive vote of Saturday, came to 
the tront fora brief interval at the instance of 
the Rev. Dr. Orlando Hutton of Maryland, who 
begged leave to state to the house that had he 
been present when the vote was taken he 
should have yoted “yea.” Dr. Hutton’s con- 
science having been satisfied by the amendment 
of the minutes, reports were called for from 
standing committees, and the Chairman of the 
Committee on Unfinished Business reported a 
large number of subjects to be disposed of by 
the convention, all of which were referred, 

The Rev. Dr, Hanckel, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the Admission of New Dioceses, took 
the platform and presented the report recom- 
mitted to that committee in relation to the dio- 
tese of Oregon. The committee had satistied 
itself that all the canonical requirements had 
been complied with, and therefore renewed its 
recommendation that the House of Deputies 
agree (the House of Bishops concurring) to the. 
election of the Rev. B. Wistar Morris as Bishop 
aud the admission into union with the'conven- 
tion of the missionary jurisdiction of Oregon. 

Mr. Hill Burgwin of Pittsburg objected to the 
conclusions of the report. He asked for a di- 
vision of the question. He claimed that the 
election of Bishop Morris was not in accord- 
ance with the Constitution of the Church, the 
necessary canonical requirements not having 
been complied with, He moved’ that the 
diocese be admitted into union with the con- 
Vention and that the question of the election of 
Bishop Morris be referred to the Committee on 
Canons. 

The Kev. Dr. Hanckel cautioned the conven- 
tion that if it pursued the course proposed by 
the lay delegate from Pittsburg it might find 
itself in the position of having a diocese with- 
out.a Bishop—an anomaly in the Episcopal 
Caurch—by rendering Bishop Morris funcius 
officio, 

The house refused to refer the matter to the 
Committee on Canons. It agreed to the propo- 
sition of the Rev. Dr. Goodwin of Pennsyivania 
to divide the question, and proceeded to discuss 
its technical points ut great length, when the 
convention was summarily calied to its senses 
by the Chairman stating thal the single ques- 
tion before tiie house was the admission of Ore- 
im sab Siocess. He vut the motion and the 

iocese of Oregon was admitted by a unanimous 
vote. Theoverwheiming disposition manifested 
in faver of the new diocese rendered concur- 
rence in the election of Bishop Morris a fore- 
gone conclusion, and when Mr. Burgwin 
graciously informed the con vention that he had 
no further objection to oifer against the recog 
nition of Bishop Morris and no fears of such 
recognition being pronounced unconstitutional, 
the house voted with ove Voice in favor of con- 
firming the election of the Bishop. — 

Consent was given to the erection of anew 
diocese witvin the limits of the existing Dio- 
cese of Missouri, on recommendation of Dr. 
BHanckel’s committee, without debaie. On the 
cali fer petitions and memorials, the President 
presented a meworial from the Diocese of Con- 
necticut relating to the becessity of pensions 
for the clergy. From the Diocese of Fond du Lac 
@ petition was sent up praying that no further 
revision of ihe Prayer Book be permitied, and 
the Diocese of Rhode Lsiand contributed to the 
materiai for future debate in the shape of two 
qwemoriais, the first relating to the subject of 
proportionate representation of dioceses in the 
convention, and the second declaring that, in 
the opinion of the Diocese of Rhode Isiand, 
*“‘any change in the name of the Church is 
highly inexpedient.” 

The memorials were referred to the appro- 
priate committees, and the House of Deputies 
adjourned to meet with the House of Bishops 
as a Board of Missions. 

Over this meeting the Right Rev. Dr. Tuttle, 
Bishop of Missouri, presided. The galleries of 
the church were crowded with spectators,while 
many ladies found seats on the fluor of the con- 
Veution aud heiped to swel) the volume of song 
which voiced the opening hymn, “Glorious 
things of Thee are spoken.” 

The Right Rev. br. Hare of South Dakota 
‘was the first of the missionary Bishops to ad- 
dress the board for twenty minutes, to which 
time addresses were limited. Tue work in 
South Dakota, Dr. Hare stated, after a rapid 
aketch of the territory over which he has epis- 
copal jurisdiction, had been attended by en- 
couraging resnits, The missionary jurisdiction 
‘was divided into two deaneries, one of which 
included the white and the other the Indian 
population of the Territory.. Among the latter 
the efforts of the Churck had proved emi- 
nently successful, In the Niobrara districts 
alone forty-six congregatious had becnr 
formed, with 650 communicants, and where a 
few years ago it was possible to travel for eight 
days and eight nights without encountering any 
signs of Christianity it was now impossible to 
ro in -“y direction without coming upon the 

asteful little chapels which had been erected 
by the self-denial of the converts—irom thle 
indian tribes. li was asked what was needed 
for the evangelization of the red man. He 
would answer, in the words of the Quaker 
aay, that the vest antidote for the full-bicodea 
Ndians were full-blooded Christians. They 

anted full-biooded ministers im South Dakota, 
pot manikins; pot men who had become en- 
faged to be married before they had become en- 
gaged in the work of the Master. Bishop Hare 
tlosed with an earnest appeal for the Indians, 
who, although they mighct be brutai, were not 
brutes, but human beings, with immortal souls 
torave. ; t " 

ConSent was given tothe Right Rev. Bishop 
Whipple to present the following report trom 
the commitiee to which was referred the report 
of the commission lor WOrkK among the colored 
people:

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. - 

“From Greenland’s Icy Mountains,” was the 
hymn given out by the Right Rev. Bishop Clark 
of Rhode Island, who presided over the after- 
noon session of the Board of Missions.

R. Shaw Locke of the 
China Mission, who spoke forcibly of the need 
of native evangelists in that country. He had 
no figures, no statistics to present, he repre- 
-sented nothing but six years’ work in China 
He warned the convention that foreigo mis- 
sionaries can never do the work in Asia re- 
quired for the conversion of the East. It China 
is to be converted it will be converted by the 
Chinese, and the same is true of Japan and In- 
dia. 

The Rev. Paulus Moort of the African Mis- 
sion conveyed to the convention the fraternal 
greetings of the convention of the Church as- 
sembled in Liberia, Although stationed at 
Cape Palmas, he was proud to learn that he was 
still recognized as a priest in good standing in 
the diocese of New-York, a link as it were be- 
tween Africa and America, Ii showed the 
catholicity of the Episcopal Church that the 
Constitutional Convention now in session at the 
home of the speaker was being presided Over 
by a black Bishop. There are iu the United 
States millions of negroes. No need 
to say how they came here, Some of 
them proposed to live and die here, but there 
were others who bad gone to Africa to build 
up a nation there and so teach England and 
Franee and all Europe. ‘Iam not an Anglo- 
Saxon,” said the speaker with great impressive- 
nesa; “4% don’t want to be. I couldn't if I 
Wanted to!” Adding, as the laughter which 
convulsed the convention subsided, ** Yet I love 
you, my brothers, with my good, honest, black 
heart [| love you.” ; 

Undivided mterest and attention and abun- 
dant laughter accompanied the twenty-minute 
address of the Rev. Dr, Talbot, Bishop of 
Wyoming and Idano, The territory covered by 
his missionary jurisdiction is greater than the 
whole of New-Engiand and part of the Southern 
dioceses combined, It is a rapidly developing 
section, materially, and the work of the Church 
in its confines is most important, Be gaye a 
graphic description of a handpill gotup by the 
Miners, announcing, In true showman styie, 
the fact that divine service was 
to be held on Sunday, and winding 
up with the request that ‘* Gentlemen will 
please leave their guns with the usher.” What 
was Wanted in Wyoming and idaho was wen, 
miunly men, not ministerial rounders who had 
killed parish after parish in the East, and were 
content to preach for $5 aservice.

The 
missionary jurisdiction of Wyoming and Idaho 
was fallow ground. It was a tact that the 
Episcopal Church was the leading religious 
body in the hearts and respect of the people of 
the Territory.

ANXIOUS CREDITORS LOOKING FOR A 
MISSING DIAMOND MERCHANT. 


An excited crowd of creditors yesterday 
filled the office of H. E. Van Gelder & Son, deal- 
ers in diamonds at 10 Maiden-lane, tooking for 
Emil Van Gelder, the youthful manager of the 
business there, who coul not be found. Three 
creditors obtained attachments against the firm 
from Judge Dugro of the Supreme Court aggre- 
gating $11,965, the largest being in favor of 
Marks J. Lasar for $9,500, on the ground 
of traudulent disposal of property. When 
the Sheriff made the levy nothing of 
value could be found, Emil Van Geider, 
it was said, had not been in the office since Fri- 
day. Creditors who were present declared that 


he had bought $20,000 worth of diamonds 
on credit since Sept. 30, and a week ago 
showed about $26,000 worth of diamonds to 
one of his creditors, and suid he had $40,000 
worth of diamonds altogether. Where they 
are and what has become of them the creditors 
are very anxious to find out. Henry E. Van 
Gelder, the father, resides at Amsterdam, Hol- 
land, where he is said to be worth $100,000, 
The business was started here about eighteen 
months ago, the son, Emil, who is said to be 
twenty-four years of age, managing it. Six 
months ago, creditors say, Emil claimed to have 
a capital of $53,000 in the business, and on the 
strength of this statement he bought freely on 
credit. 

The young man was engaged to be married, 
the date for the wedding being fixed for Oct. 23. 
it was said the bride would receive about $6,000 
the day she was married, which money had 
been deposited with Seligman & Co., the bank- 
ers, 288 a legacy to her. Creditors said that 
Emii had given the young lady many valuable 
diamonds as presents, and when he took her 
out riding she ‘looked fike a queen.” His lia- 
bilities are said to be about $30,000, 





OLOSE OF THE GIBLIN HEARING. 

The taking of testimony in the reference which 
Gov. Hill ordered in the case of Charles Giblin, 
under sentence of death for murder, was con- 
cluded yesterday before Referee Bernard J. 
Douras. 

Col. Kutus King, attached to the staff of Gov. 
Green of New-Jersey, testified to having had a 
row with Valentine Goelz several years ago, in 
which Goelz was violently abusive. Francis 
Smith, a lawyer's clerk, testified to the good 
character of the Nelson woman and her 
two daughters. Silas Nourse, Superintend- 
eut of Carey & Moen’s wire works in this 
city, testified to Gibiin’s good character, 
and that he had unsuccessfully 6 ae for 
work several times during the Winter of 
1887-8. Samuel A. Smith, a gentleman who 
was under the influence of liquor while on the 
stand, said that he had twice before the murder 
seen a revolver in Valentine Goelz’s possession, 
and John Green said he had once seen Goelz 
kick a boy in the stomach, 

The prosecution put Andrew Drummond, ex- 
Chiet of the United States Secret Service, on 
the stand, and he swore that the two five-dollar 
bills which it is alleged Giblin had passed were 
clumsy attempts to * raise” one-dollar bills. 

Referee Douras will simply submit the testi- 
mony, which covers 1,500 pages, to the Gov- 
ernor without comment. Giblin’s respite ex- 
pires Oct. 23. 





A. J. CAMPBELL SHOOTS HIMSELF. 

A. J. Campbell, a carpet dealer at 533 Fulton- 
street, Brooklyn, left his store about 8 o’clock 
yesterday morning, and, going to Prospect Park, 
shot himself in the left temple. He was found 
shortly afterward and removed to the Seney 
Hospital. The pbysicians there say he cannot 
live. The bullet entered the temple, and is 
supposed to be lodged in the brain back of the 
right eye. 

Mr. Campbell is forty-five years old and has a 
wife and three children living at 134 Greene- 
avenue. Until February last he was a member 
of the firm of Campbell & Josten, but the junior 
partner gotout. The clerks in the store say 
that nothing of a financial nature was troubling 
Mr, Campbell, but they had noticed for several 
weeks that he was suffering from some un- 
known cause. They put his worry down to the 
severe illness of his wife, who has been at the 

oint of death for some time. No other reason 

or Mr. Campbell’s attempt at suicide could be 
obtained. He was still unconscious at a late 
hour last night.

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TROUBLE BREWING FOR PLATT AND 
HISCOCK AMONG CONGRESSMEN. 


Romp, N. Y., Oct. 7.—The defeat of Senator 
Frank Hiscock in Onondaga County Vonven- 
tions has already been noted in THE Timxs, 
The fight in that county has a deep significance, 
It is what every observer of political events in 
this part of the State expected would happen, 
and it means that Mr. Hiscock and Thomas ©. 
Piatt must modify their policy of running polit- 
ical affairs in this State or thore will be an 
eruption all along the line that will bury them 
80 deep in the wire of bossism that they will be 
beyond all hope of resurrection. 

The fight in Onondaga County probably is not 
generally understood. It grows out of Senator 
Hiscock’s unpopular stand in regard to Federal 
appointments, not only in hisown Congressional 
district, but in those adjoining. Mr. Hiscock 


has persistently refused to consult Mr. Belden 
in regard to important matters,.and the Con- 
Sressmun very naturally wanted to tind out 
who was entitied to the greatest consideration 
in speaking for appointments, The result, as 
might have been expeoted, was disastrous to 
Hiscock, Platt and company. 

Lhe very same medicine that Hiscock has at- 
tempted to administer to Congressman Belden 
has been given to other Congressmen in the 
State, and it does not agree with them. To 
show how the thing is working, it 18 only neces- 
sary to mention afew appointments that have 
been made in the central and northern portions 
ot the State. 

A short time ago ex-Senator Charles L. Knapp 
of Lowvilie was appointed Consul at Montreal. 
Mr, Kuapp was in this Congressional district, 
and very naturaliy the indorsement o/ the Hon. 
James Sherman, M. C., ought to have been 
obtained before asking outsiders to recommend 
the appointment. Mr. Hiscock seems to have 
forgotten that Mr. Sherman was ® member ot 
Congress, for he went to others first to get in- 
dorsements for Mr. Knapp. Among those who 
Were asked toerecommend him was Congress- 
nan Beideu. Mr. Belden is said to have glanced 
over the document presented by the Senator, 
and, noting the absence of Mr. Sherman’s name, 
refused to sign uutii it was first secured, Mr. 
Sherman was not particularly averse to Mr. 
Knapp’s appointment, and Mr. Belden knew it, 
but he did not propose to put himself on record 
4s recommending something for another man’s 
district until the home indorsement had first 
been given. His stand did not suit Mr. Hiscock, 
who was obeying tue instructions of Boss Platt 
and trying to make things agreeable ior George 
Z. Erwin, who was at that time seeking re- 
nomination to the State Senate. Congressman 
Sherman bas not raised a great row over the 
slight giveu by Hiscock and Platt, but he does 
not relish the idea of those geutiemen building 
up a machive in his district at his expense, 

This ignoring of Mr. Sherman’s official preroga- 
tives above referred to is not the only case of 
the kind that is being talked of. The same 
thing, only in « more aggravated form, has been 
applied to the Congressmen in two other dis- 
tricts up north Franklin County being in 
Erwin’s Senatorial district, Editor Stevens of 
Malone was promised a fat office if he would 
see that the Senatorial delegation trom the 
county was properly “tixed.” I[t1s needless to 
say that Mr. Erwin had nv opposition in Frank- 
lin County, Congressman Mottitt was not taken 
into this little deal. When he found out what 
was going on he started in to make things hot 
for the bosses, 

Up in the 8t. Lawrence-Jefferson Congres- 
sional district the same state of things exists. 
A. Lk, Hepburn w.s appointed Examiner of Na- 
tional Banks at the solicitation of Platt, 
Hiscock, aud Erwin, and Congressman Lansing 
was not asked to heipin the matter until every- 
thing had been fixed. Lansing cannot tind 
fault with Hepburn’s appointment, however, 
because heis under many obligations to that 
gentleman -tor heipin securing the Congres- 
sional Lomination last Fall. When he finds out 
how things are running up in St. Lawrence 
County there will be cause enough for him to 
put on his war paint and wade mto the ring. 
In the fight between Kimball and others for the 
Assembly nomination in the Second District 
Kimball made the point that Lansing could get 
no Federal appointments unless Platt and 
Hiscock were pleased to give them. He posed 
as the candidate of these gentlemen and prom-- 
ised every one‘of his heelers an office. When 
Piatt, Hiscock and company start in to help 
Kimball fulfill all his pornos promises it is like- 
ly that there will be the liveliest sort of a row. 

When Lausing was in the State Senate he was 
considered a pretty good fighter. He is clean 
and independent and will not be likely to wear 
any man’s collar when he gets to Washington. 
He has resented: one insult from the Platt 
crowd in a way that shows how he stands on 
the question of bossism. An attempt was made 
to appoint a Platt Postmaster at Theresa a 
short time ago, and the appointment was act- 
ually aunounced from Washington. It is said 
that Lansing went for the Post Office with 
blood in his eye, and the appointment was re- 
voked. He had not been consulted ian the mat- 
ter at all. 

Within a short time the writer has talked with 
four Republican Congressmen, every one of 
whom feels like joining in a movement to beat 
the bosses who have in one way or another 
treated them with discourtesy or disrespect. 
When Congress meets it is possible that Mr. 
Hiscock wiil tind himself “in a hole.” The Re- 
publican majority in the House of Representa- 
tives is 80 small that halfa dozen unruly mem- 
bers can make things mighty uncomfortable for 
him and the <Adinipistration. Some of these 
gentlemen say there will be a break unless the 
order of things is changed. 





WALL-SIREET TALK. 


Still the trust stocks continue weak, slump 
easily, and more than all else buoy up bear 


hopes. Sugar Trust and Cottouseed Oil Trust 
stocks ran off about 3 points apiece yesterday, 
demoralizing the general stock market, which 
opened in the.morning with a show of buoy- 
ancy. So quickened is Wall-street’s apprehen- 
sion on the score of trusts that operators big 
aud smali all seem loth to take purchasing 
chances. ite 

Less than a month ago cotton oil stock sold 
up around 50; yesterday it was within a frac- 


tion of 38. Sugar Trusts a month ago were 
quoted around 110; yesterday the price was 
barely above 80, So great a liquidation do 
these changed figures show that Wall-street 
seems almost aghast at what the ticker in such 
brief time bas registered, much of this loss— 
over halt of it considerably—having come with- 
in the last fortnight; indeed within the space 
of a tew days merely, a

ofthese stocks. Rich operators, even, have been 
driven out—trightened by the growing losses, 
Kecent buyers, except only in cases where short 
contracts have been covered, are men whose 
long purses will relieve them of danger from 
further declines. This is truer, though, of Cot- 
ton Oil than of Sugar Trusts. Congress broad- 
sides are yet in store for the sugar monopolists. 


Just as the stock market was closing, and. 
while most of the list was enjoying a fractional 
rise, Atchison dipped down over a full point on 
reports from Boston that a reorganization plan 
for the company bad been agreed to, with 
features inimical to shareholders’ interest.

WAGES TEMPORARILY DEOREASED. 

On the first of this month the assistant custo- 
dian of the Post Office and the forty-five men 
and women he employs to clean the building 
were put on a rearranged pay schedule that 
somewhat reduced their incomes. This was 
done 1n accordance with advices from Washing- 
ton stating that the appropriation for assistant 
custodians and janitors of Federal buildings 
was running low and that it would be necessary 
to retrench until Nov. 1, when the contingent 
fund could be drawn on. The same advice was 
sent’to all Federal buildings, and the reduction 
is general throughout the country. In another 
month, however, ali will doubtiess be put back 
on the old rating.

JUDGE DANIELS WILL NOT AID BRIB- 
ERS KERR AND RICHMOND. 


Justice Daniels of the Supreme Court, sitting 


in an extraordinary term of the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer, yesterday rendered decisions on 
the applications for the dismissal of the indict- 
ments standing against Thomas B.. Kerr and 
James A. Richmond for bribing Aldermen in 
connection with the Broadway Railroad fran- 
chise. TheJustice rendered a written opinion 
in the case of Kerr and an oral opinion in the 
case of Richmond, and in both cases denied the 
app ions. In the case of Kerr he says: 


“ Themotion for the dismissal of the indictnfénts 
has been made upon the ground that the defendant 
has already been tried and acquitted upon another 
indictment found and presented against him, This 
indictment, as well as Vie others still pending, arose 
out of the charge that he had co-operated with 
others in bribing certain members oi the Board of 
Aldermen of the city of New-York in the year 1884, 
and théreby induced them to consent to the con- 
struction, by the Broadway Surface Kairoad Com. 





pany, of a railroad in Broadway, from the Battery - 


to Fourteenth-street. ; 

“ Where the dismissal of an indictment may be ap- 
plieu for on the ground of a previous trial and 
acquittal, the facts themselves which are supposed 
to entitle the defendant to that relief should be 
made a part of the record, and then either party 
would be at liberty to test the correctness of the 
decision by an appea) taken trom the Judgment, and 
as the record has not been put in that condition 
the Se gone might very well be denied on ac- 
count of this defect. But that will not be done, but 
the case will be considered on the merits of the ap- 
plication as it has been informally made.” 

After reviewing the history of the case Justice 
Daniels says that so far as Kerr may have co- 
operated in raising the money to eifect the 


bribery “the act on his part consisted in the 
raising of the money and placing it where 1 
could be disposed of among these members of 
the board. But that alone did not allow the 
act to be characterized as a single criminal of- 
fense. For if this was the form which was 
given to it, it was still designed through its in- 
tervention and effect to produce the commis- 
sion of distinct and separate criminal offenses. 
it was nota bribery of a legal body, but of the 
individual members of the body who were to 
participate in the distribution of the money as 
a reward for the votes they were expected to, 
and afterward, in pursuande of its payment, 
did, give. Section 72 of the Penal. Code has de- 
clared and detined the orime which in this man- 
her will be committed, and it is the crime of 
each individual member agreeing to give his 
vote for this unlawful consideration and re- 
ward.” 

After quoting the section he says: 

“Tt is plain under this language that each of the 
persons receiving money for this unlawful object is 
& distinct and separate criminal, and his act is a dis- 
tinct and separate crime, and when money may be 
provided for this object by any person or persous 
they make themselves parties to the commission of 
euch of these offenses, The offense, if it has been 
committed, did not consist wholly in raising the 
mouey and placing 1¢ at the disposal of the individu. 
ais who were to receive it, but it consisted, turther, 
iv the use which was to be made of the money, and 
ot wasdéo provide and secure a proportionate part 
0 each one of the iudividuals who would vote and 
act under its influence for the concession 
of this privilege to the company. The case 
in this respect differs entirely from those 
which have been referred to as supporting the 
application.

And that will require 
to be proved, and not the bribing of Fullgrafy, as 
was the case which was tried, in again eo the 
defendant on trial The application is therefore 
denied,” 

The application for the dismissal of the indict- 
ments against James A. Richmond was made on 
the ground that the evidence was the same as 
in the case of Kerr, who was acquitted, and 
of Sharp, who got a new trial. ustice Dan- 
iels said that in the trials heretofore had it had 
not been necessary for the people to develop 
the strength of their case against Richmond, 
and he therefore also denied that application.

BIG AQUEDUCT CLAIMS, 


THERE SEEMS TO BE A CURIOUS DE- 
LAY IN THEIR EXAMINATION. 


Rogers, Shanly & Co., aqueduct contractors 
and assignees of John Brunton & Co., who held 
the original contracts on Sectiong 13 and 14 
of the new aqueduct, filed two claims in the 
Controller’s office on July 20 for extra work 
done upon their contract. The first was based 
upon extra work on Section 13 and was for 
$83,277 68; the second was on Section 14 for 
$158,008 62, making a total of $241,286 30, 

As these claims were among the first of along 
list of demands for additional payment for 
extra work there was considerable curiosity to 
ascertain what had become of them, The Con- 
solidation act expressly requires that upon the 
fiiang ofa claim the Controller shall wjthin 
thirty days examine the claimants concerning 


the particulars of the demand. In this case 
neither the Controller nor any one in his office 
held any such examination. The matter was 
turned over to Corporation Counsel Clark, who, 
instead of conducting the examination in his 
own office, employed James ©. Carter to take 
charge of the case. Since the filing of the claim,» 
though nearly eighty-three days have elapsed 

no attention has yet been paid to the provisions 
of the act. 

Deputy Controller Storrs said yesterday, in 
explanation of the neglect of the Controiler to 
hold thts examination, that the claim had been 
turned over to the Corporation Counsel so that 
the questions might be putin the correct man- 
ner and the desired information obtained. Thus, 
while Mr. Clark’s office would in reality ascer- 
tain the basis of the claim, the Controller would 
technically do so. 

Mr. Clark said that the delay had been occa- 
sioned by the fact that Mr. Carter, the special 
counsel, had been out of town. He returned 
yesterday, and the examination would proba- 
bly be held within two weeks. Mr. Clark said 
that the delay had been eutirely satistactory to 
all the parties concerned. He did not think it 
would be just to the city’s interests to begin an 
examination untjl the special counsel was en- 
tirely conversant with the facts. 

It may be of some little interest to add that 
W. Bourke Cockran, counsei tor Rogers, Shanly 
& Co., is also the partner of Mr. Clark in his 
private law practice.
